VICTIM. OF CONSPIRACY. 


Son of the Congressman Was Inveigied 
Into a Quarrel and Then Cold- 
ly Murdered. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.~{Special.]—The 
killing of Frank C. Hepburn, son of Con- 
gressman Hepburn, at Chester, Ark., is at- 
the caine @ political conspiracy in a report 
The Fol air which has reached Washington. 
: éf owing is a copy of a letter received 

y Chairman Babcock of the Republican 
Congressional committee from a correspond- 
ent at Chester, Crawford County, Ark., 
where the killing occurred: 

‘ Regarding the killing of Frank C. Hep- 
burn, son of the Hon. W. P. Hepburn of 
Iowa, on the street of Chester, Ark., the re- 
port sent out by the Popocratic press was 
that it was a duel between Frank Hepburn 
and W. A. Sims. This report. was not cor- 
rect. The facts are, briefly, thése: W. A. 
(Bill) Sims is a drunken bully, a Bryan 
howler, and an all-around tough. Frank C. 
Hepburn was an engineer on the Frisco rail- 
road, an intelligent and peaceful citizen, but, 
unfortunately for him, an ardent Repub- 
lican and a strong advocate of Maj. McKin- 
ley. He had quite frequently expressed his 
opinion in public places, and generally got 
the best of his opponents in debate, which, 
in connection with the Republicans beating 
this fall in this (Crawford) county, exasper- 
ated the other party to such an extent that 
hatred of Northern politicians culminated 
in a conspiracy and cold-blooded murder. 

“During the afternoon of Sept. 14 Sims 
was lying on the depot platform in apparent 
good humor. The City Marshal, R. J. Peam, 
and several others’ were sitting around when 
Hepburn came acréss the street and in a 
playful mood cut Sims’ shoestring.. Sims 
sprang to his feet in a rage and demanded 
to know who cut his shoestring. Hepburn 
replied, ‘I did,’ whereupon Sims stabbed 
Hepburn in the left breast, over the heart, 


put the knife, striking a-bone, saved him > 


for the time being, but Sims, now thorough- 
ly aroused, threatened to cut Hepburn’s 
throat from ear to ear. Hepburn retreated 
to his room and got a pistol and came back 
on the street. Sims, in the meantime, armed 
himself with a large gun and came back on 
the street with a heavy coat on, tantalizing 
Hepburn, when the shooting occurred. 

‘“‘The Marshal did not interfere nor say & 
word, but ran behind the depot when the 
shooting began. Others of Sims’ friends hid 

where they could see the shooting. Many 
were aware of what was going to happen, yet 
Hepburn was not warned. Subsequent 
events go to prove a premeditated murder 
and political conspiracy. Hepburn died ina 
few hours, being shot through the bowels. 

“Sims was arrested. A preliminary trial 
held before a Justice of the Peace found him 
guilty of manslaughter, some of the witness- 
es having perjured themselves to shield Sims. 
The Deputy Sheriff took Sims to the county 
seat of Crawford County, when the Judge 
released him on a bond of $1,000 and fined 
him $50 for carrying a pistol. Friends of 
Sims banquetted him for so successfully dis- 
posing of a Yankee politician. His friends 
say everything is fixed, and they think the 
coming grand jury will not even flad a bill. 

** Justice demands an investigation and the 
Republican party of the union should not 
stop until the last conspirator is brought be- 
fore the bar and the murder of the martyr 
Frank C. Hepburn punished. A good de- 
tective should be put at work here, as Sims 
was only a willing tool for other cowardly 
assassins. All I have written can be prove‘ 
by plenty of good and substantial evidence.” 


DIRS IN AN OPERATING CHAIR. 


Mrs. Alice Smith Expires in Dr. James 
A. Lydston’s Office After an Ap< 
plication of Cocaine. 


Mrs. Alice Smith, No. 1810 Fifty-first 
street, died in the office of Dr. James A. 
Lydston in the Champlain Building at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon during a 
surgical operation on her throat. For two 
years she had been suffering from a strict- 
ure of the pharynx, and respiration had be- 
come difficult. Two operations already had 
been performed, but they gave little relief, 
and the patient’s condition recently had be- 
come alarming. She consulted with Dr. 
Lydston, who believed that she could be 
cured by undergoing another operation. She 
called at the physician’s office yesterday to 
receive the treatment. 

Dr. Lydston was assisted in the work by 
Dr. J. E. Hancock, who has an office in the 
same building. 

Five minutes after being placed in the 
operating chair Mrs. Smith became uncon- 
scious and died within a quarter of an hour. 
By the local application of cocaine the phy- 
siclans hoped to relieve the patient of pain, 
but searcely had the knives been applied to 
the throat when Mrs, Smith relaxed into 
unconsciousness, | 

The doctorg, were unable to revive her. 
Artificial respiration was applied to no avail. 
She was sinking rapidly, and four other phy- 
sicians having offices in the building’ were 
called in, but it is thought Mrs. Smith was 
dead before they arrived. Their efforts to 
revive her continued for more than an hour. 
They were. Drs. Fowler, Clifford, De Souchet, 
and Brophy. 

The relatives were notified and a sister of 

the dead woman arrived before the physi- 
cians had ceased their efforts to resuscitate 
her. 
The patient was the wife of John Smith, 
who is employed in one of the packing- 
houses at the Stock-Yards. They had no 
children. 

The body was removed to Rolsten’s under- 
taking establishment, No. 11 Adams street.

In Only Two of the 166 Towns Where 
Elections Were Held Did the Popo- 
crats Make any Gains—More than 
Fifty Elected the Limit of Repub- 
ican Officials—Result Due to Olid 
Line Democrats Who Staid at Home

gard to the relative superiority of bricks 
and cedar blocks for paving. Most of the 
constituents favored cedar block, but after 
the Alderman removed his fist from the 
face of their spokesman, George H. Zimmer, 
they decided that brick made a satisfactory 
pavement for them, and, as a general thing, 
was more durable than cedar. 

The debate on the subject of “ Bricks or 
Cedar Blocks—Which?” was held in one of 
the ante-rooms of the Council Chamber. A 
number of indignant property-owners living 
in South Union street in the Seventh Ward 
assembled in the ante-room in company 
with a grievance.. South Union street was 
ordered paved about three weeks ago and 
the work was begun duly, but with bricks 
and not with cedar blocks, as the property- 
owners declare was promised. 


Committee Calls for Brenner. 


Considerable feeling was shown on both 
sides of Union street in regard to the sub- 
ject and it was the general opinion that Ald. 
Brenner was personally responsible for the 
demonetization of cedar blocks and the sub- 
stitution of the single brick standard in 
Union street: It was decided that the Alder- 
man ought to be talked to on the subject. A 
committee accordingly presented itself in 
the ante-room last night and waited with 
eagerness for the close of the session. 

As soon as the meeting was over Ald. 
Brenner was informed that a small but en- 
thusiastic gathering of his friends and fel- 
low-citizens was waiting for him in the 

e-room and that the members of it 
ened to say a few things to him. The 
Alderman hastened in and was informed at 
once of the objects and purposes of the call. 

George H. Zimmer was the first speaker 
in behalf of Union street. Mr. Zimmer’s re- 
marks were brief but pointed, and before 
he had progressed far the Alderman inter- 
rupted him to say with a great deal of ear- 
nestness: 

‘You told me you wanted the street paved 
with brick!’ 


Zimmer Is Answered with a Blow. 


This Mr. Zimmer denied in a sarcastic man- 
ner. ' 

‘No one wanted the brick pavement, and 
you know it,”” he said. 

If he had ended here it is probable that the 
conference might have concluded in peace 
and harmony. But, as a fervid peroration 
to his convincing and able plea for the free 
cofmage of cedar blocks and their unlimited 
circulation in Union street, Mr. Zimmer 
waved his hands in theairina tragic manner 
and turning in the direction of Ald. Brenner 
shouted: 

*“ You are a ‘con’ man.” 

Ald. Brenner, who is quick at repartee, at 
once stuck his right fist with great celerity 
against Mr. Zimmer’s cheek and knocked 
the champion of cedar blocks to the floor. 
The Alderman then started to follow up his 
convincing argument, but the rest of the 
committee surrounded him and told him that 
what he said assured them that bricks were 
the only real things for pavement. : , 

After Mr. Zimmer had left the room by a 
side door everybody became calmer, and the 
Alderman said if the people of Union street 
wanted cedar blocks why cedar blocks they 
should have. All they would have to do 
would be to sign a petition and present it to 


him. 
So everybody shook hands and went home

The net Popocratic loss, so far as can be fig- 
ured at 2 o’clock a. m., is fifteen towns. 

Hartford County, with twenty towns heard 
from, gives sixteen Republican and four 
Democratic. There are seven towns not 
heard from. 

Litchfield County gives seventeen Repub- 
lican and four Democratic towns, - while 
Tolland shows the usual Republican 
strength. Windham County is looked upon 
as the hotbed of Republicanism, and in-the 
elections today maintained its reputation. 
In several towns, notably Windham, the 
school and liquor questions were injected 
into the campaign, causing a split, but the 
heads of the tickets were voted for on 
straight party lines and a Republican gain 
was manifest in every case. 

Though today’s elections present many 
local issues which complicate the efforts 
to arrive at an intelligent idea of the lead- 
ing parties’ strength in the few towns that 
had both gold and silver Democratic tickets 
in the field the gold men were greatly in the 
majority. 

The weather conditions mf decidedly 
unfavorable for a large vote, but the lead- 
érs of both parties realized that upon the 
result. of today’s elections an estimate for 
the probable majority in Connecticut in 
November would be formed and an effort 
was made in almost every town to get out 
the fullest possible vote. 

Nutmeg Farmers All Right. 

One hundred and sixty-six of the 169 towns 
held elections, the exceptions being New 
Haven, Derby, and Bridgeport. Free silver 
advocates through the Kast have been claim- 
ing a considerable following among Connec- 
ticut grangers, but tonight reports show: 
how flat their claims fall. With but halfa 
dozen towns to hear from it is assured that 
not a town of the State has gone entirely 
Popocratic. Only two towns have gained 
in Popocratic officlals over last year’s fig- 
ures, While more than 100 have elected a 
bigger number of Republican town officials 
than last year. 

More than fifty have elected the limit of 
Republican officials allowed by their char- 
ters. Theresult is duetoa single cause. The 
disgust of the old-line Democrats with the 
repudiationists of the party which has se- 
cured control of the national machinery. 
They either voted the Republican ticket or 
staid at home, and as a consequence the 
Fopocratic vote polled in Connecticut today 
has been the lightest deposited at an election 
since the war. 

‘ Egregious blunders marked the conduct of 
the election by the Popocrats, many of 
whom were never heard of before in prom- 
inence in the affairs of any party. Perhaps 
the greatest is the case of New Haven. 
There the headline of the Popocratic ticket 
was misspelled and the size of the lettering 
was illegal according to the recent statute, 
The Republicans as soon as the first ticket 
was deposited notified the Popocratic leaders 


‘that protest would be entered, but the Popo- 


crats said: ‘*‘ Never mind; we won't bother 
to change; it would not make any difference 
any’ way.’ Then Moderator Edward L. 
Linsley formally declared the éntire Popo- 
cratic ticket illegal, and even then the Popo- 
crats who were running the town political 
machinery did not awake. 

Here are the towns which show big Re- 
publican gains: Woodbridge, Cornwall, 
Sharon, Southington, Norfolk, Trumbull, 
Kent, Branford, Milford, Salisbury, Say- 
brook, and Chester.

tears that had flowed during sixty-three 
years. That Daughter of Sorrows, like the 
infant Grand Duchess, was also on the ma- 
ternal side descended from one who glorious- 
ly reigned in her own right and was good as 
she was great, Maria Theresa, but whose 
goodness did not. counterbalance the malke- 
cary that weigh on the House of Bour- 

on. 

The Czar and CzZarina were not escorted to 
France by Russian warships. The French 
Government was most anxious that they 
should do so, and give an object lesson in 
the roads of Cherbourg of the naval strength 
of France and Russia united. But Nicholas 


to that game.of. brag, which doubtless would 
have been most gratifying to the President, 
who wants to figure in the eyes of Europe as 
the Sea King and head of the French army. 
He never, to place himself on the same miari- 
time level as Victoria, misses an opportunity 
to make excursions in men-of-war, with a 
whole squadron in his wake. The Czar, see- 
ing through his purpose of posing as a rival 
of the Queen on the watery element, sent 
word that he would’be merely éscorted by thé 
sister yacht of the Standard, in which he and 
the Czarina cross from Portsmouth to Cher- 
bourg. ! 

‘To make up for this disappointment (for 
Prince Lobanoff had come into the idea of a 
Franco-Russian review at Cherbourg) M. 
Felix Faure, whose vanity grows on what it 
feeds, caused a part of the Atlantic and Tou- 
lon squadrons to be ordered round to Cher- 
bourg. There was, therefore, a grand naval 
spectacle in honor of the imperial visitors. 
It was hoped that they would go to witness 
it from Fort du Roule, on a high hill behind 
the town, but since the dynamite scare this 
idea has been waived. 


Road Leads Through Slums. 


The streets through which the imperial 
and Presidential party would have had to 
drive are narrow, crooked slums, and pre- 
sent sharp turnings and steep. gradings, 
extremely inconvenient for carriages and 
four. It would have- been impossible to 
surround the vehicles with a cavalry es- 
cort. Ifg'desperate Nihilists or Anarchists 
hung about, they might be. able to execute 
their wicked will. The whole ground was 
gone over by the French Minister of the 
Interior; the Director of Public Safety, and 
Ifrench and Russian detectives. All agreed 
that it would be running a great risk to take 
the Emperor and Empress into such a den. 
Any malefactor standing at a window 
could throw a bomb into their carriage. 
The fact that they did so shows that the 
talk at Scotland Yard about a conspiracy 
to blow up the Czar and Queen Victoria is 
not so idle as the Paris press would make 
believe. 

M. Faure has, however, been able to secure 
the presence of the Czar, in company with 
himself, at a review of 70,000 soldiers at the 
Camp of Chalons. ‘ He tries, on the one side, 
to revive the glories of Versailles (of which 
more presently), and en the other to revive 
the military glories of the empire at Chalons, 
where the Emperor Napoleon III. annually 
*heli,”’ as the French used to say, ‘“‘ Prussia 
and the Germanic Confederation in respect.”’ 
M. Faure’s departure at the-grand West-of- 
France maneuvers of last week prepared 
France to see him on horseback along with 
the Czar. The example set’ by Carnot and 
Casimir Perier was thought to have bound 
him to appear in a carriage drawn by six 
artillery horses, held with artillery traces 
and ridden by artillerymen acting as postil- 
Hons. 

What to Do with the Czarina. 

The Czar would not have objected to riding 
in a carriage with the President. The diffi- 
culty would have been what to do with the 
Czarine, who is completely identified with 
the life of her husband. if she rode in the 
eame carriage with him and the President, 
one of the gentlemen would have to sit with 
his back to the horses, which is considered 
undignified. If.there were two carriages, 
which should go first? Gallantry would 
have given the pas to the one containing the 
Czarina. She was forbidden by her doctor 
to go on horseback, It is now settled that 
M. Faure and the Czar, with an escort of 
Generals, are to ride before her carriage at 
Chalons—that is, shouid she féel well enough 
to go to the review after a very fatiguing 
three days’ bout of sight-seeing and festivity 
in Paris, and a run down to Chaions bet ween

FRANCE TO DISCIPLINE THE SULTAN. 


Russian and England to Delegate Lead- 
ership in Reforms to the Republic. 
London, Oct. 5.—The impression is enter- 

tained in diplomatic circles that by the con- 

sent of Russia and England, France will be 
delegated to assume the task of establishing 

a better order of things on the Bosporus. 

The reason of this selection would be that 

Russia, England, and Austria each has Loo 

great a selfish interest in the matter, while 

the discretion of the German Emperor is 
not to be relied upon. The plan has another 
advantage also. The honor to be derived 
from such an exploit would be so gratifying 
to her pride that France, probably, would 
be willing to let the Egyptian question rest 
for some time, which would be equally sat- 
isfactory to England and Russia. In fact, 

a workable scheme for temporary French 

intervention in Constantinople would admir- 

ably suit Russia’s greater plans, and would 
in no way enhance British interests. 

This whole idea is, however, mere surmise 
although it is being earnestly discussed at 
the present moment by the Diplomatic Corps 
here. The most doubtful point seems to be 
British assent to the plan. It is Suggested 
however, that Lord Salisbury would not 
dare to decline, for he would be unable to 
justify a refusal in the face of the national 
clamor for an agreement and action. 

There can be little doubt that efforts are 
being made by Russia and France to turn 
the great Armenian agitation in England to 
diplomatic advantage. The, conditions on 
which those two powers will permit thé Sul- 
tan to be disciplined all imply concessions 
from Lord Salisbury, and the probabilities 
are that he would be compelled to accept 
some of these conditions. 

It may,.perhaps, be fair to assume that the 
general situation, on the wholé, has im- 
proved, but not for Great Britain. Russia 
and her allies still hold complete control of 
the game.

PRACTICED IN HAVANA. - 


Private Advices trom the Cuban Cap- 
 $tal State That Prisoners Are Taken 
from Police Headquarters Nightly 
After the Beoks Are Marked to Des- 
ignate Their Release and Drowned 
Outside the Harbor—Eighty-three

Key West, Fla., Oct. 5.—[Special.}—Butch- 
éries on an awful scale are being perpetrat- 
éd nightly in Havana, according toa letter 
received here from one of the most reliable 
correspondents in the Cuban capital. 

Chief of Police La Barrera, who was said 
to have been appointed because of his brutal 
nature by Weyler, is responsible for the 
butcheries, it is stated. La Barrera’s office 
corresponds to Colonel of the army, but no 
Colonel wotld accept the- office under the 
conditions of cruelty imposed by Weyler. 

Every night at police headquarters pris- 
oners are taken out and put on the books as 
released. These individuals are guarded by 
one “celador ’—police delegate—and two 
policemen, taken between 1 and 3a. m. toa 
landing place at the entrance of the harbor, 
two blocks from the police headquarters. 
Once there the prisoners and three police- 
men step in a boat and start off; they don’t 
land anywhere, but after a while the officers 
come back without the prisoners.

Greater Republic Urges Guatemala 
and Cost Rica to Join. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—The State De- 
partment has been informed, through Consul 
Little at Tegucigalpa, of the meeting in the 
City of Salvador on Sept. 15 of the first diet 
of the “ Greater Republie of Central Amer- 
ica,”’ under the treaty of union celebrated 
June 20, 1895, between Honduras, Nicaragua, 
and Salvador. The delegates were E. Con- 
stantino Flalltos and Cesar Bonilla of Hondu- 
ras, Juan Manuel Arce and Eugenio Mendo- 
za of Nicaragua, Jacinto Castellanos and 
one yet to be named in place of Dr. Matus 
for Salvador. The preliminary work of the 
diet is confined to an effort to induce the 
Republics of Guatemala and Costa Riea to 
join the union and to draft a const{tutfon 
for the new republic.

HANNA HAS A NEW PLAN. 


INDIVIDUAL APPEAL FOR SOUND 
MONEY TO BE WIDELY URGED. 


Republican Chairman Coming to Chi- 
cago to Take Charge of the Closing 
Campaign Dash—Energies of the 
Party to Be Centered in the Mid- 
dle-Western States—Popocratic Sto- 
ries About Michigan Refated by 
Wolverine Politicians. 


When Chairman Hanna reaches Chicago 
tomorrow or Thursday he will draw up his 
Republican workers with a tight rein for the 
homestretch in the great national race, now 
drawing toward its exciting finish. 

All the strength at the command of the 
party managers will be brought into play for 
this final spurt. Every fiber will be strained 
by the Republicans to make the result as de- 
cisive as possible. They say they surely will 
win, but they want to win handsomely. 

A new feature of the campaign in. the 
great Middle and Western States will bea 
personal Appeal to the voters in favor of 
sound money. All friends of the Republican 
party will be asked to get out and hustle. 
The usual campaign speaking will go on with 
spirit, but the individual appeal will be urged 
to supplement it. A good word for McKinley 
and sound money is to be wedged in with 
business and social conversation. Daily life 
is to be flecked with appeals to stand by the 
old ship. 

So far as possible this personal appeal will 
be shaped into a canvass which will be used 
to verify figures already obtained and still 
being secured. 


° Hot After the Popocrats. 

Within the last four or five days so many 
stories have been put into circulation by the 
Popocratic National committee as to what 
the result will be that it is now proposed by 
Chairman Hanna and his assistants to make 
them show their hand. A good many peo- 
ple have been expressing fears, too, that 
there is something in the situation on which 
the Popocrats are basing their claims the 
Republicans do not know about. 

If there is anything in the way of secret 
organization or falsifying in reports or of 
deception .on the part of voters in saying 
what they intend to do the Republican com- 
mittee is deterrmnined to find it out. Speak- 
ing for the Bryan managers, Edward Bar- 
rett, their literary oracle, said yesterday 
they had received information from Michi- 
gan and Minnesota so reliable in its charac- 
ter that they now were sure absolutely the 
‘Boy Orator” would carry those States. 
Mr. Barrett, however, declined to make 
known the authors of this news. 

It was directly opposite; so far as Michigan 
is concerned, to that brought yesterday by 
C. W. Watkins of Grand Rapids, Republican 
State Central committeeman for Michigan, 
and W. P. Cook of Fijnt. -Mr. Cook said 
since the campaign opened he had traveled 
through every county in the State and de- 
voted his whole time to a careful investiga- 
tion of the situation. 


Cook Sure of Michigan. 


“A few weeks ago,” he continued, “* there 
was considerable silver sentiment among 
Republicans in certain localities, and 
it looked as if we were going to 
lose a good many votes. But there 
has been a gradual and permanent 
change within the last three weeks. In fact, 
the revolution. in sentiment all over Michi- 
gan is so pronounced that I am as confident 
as anyone can be of the result of a coming 
event that McKinley will carry Michigan by 
a plurality of from 50,000 to 75,000 votes.”’ 

Mr. Watkins corroborated what Mr. Cook 
had to say, and added that the best informa- 
tion to be obtained by the State Central 
committee encouraged’: them to believe 
Michigan would not only roll up a big plu- 
‘rality for the national and State tickets, but 
would elect ewery one of the Republican 
candidates for Congress. 

The National committee will do all it 
can to assist in making the Michigan fight 
from this time to the end of the campaign 
just as hot asthe people wantit. It also will 
aid in fighting the supporters of free silver 
in Indiana, Illinois, Minnesota, and all the 
other Central Western States. 

There are all sorts of stories afloat that 
Ohlo is not in as good shape from a Re- 
publican standpoint as it oughttobe. How- 
ever, these stories are denied by every Buck- 
eye Republican or sound money Democrat 
who comes to Chicago. They invariably 
make the assertion that the voters of that 
State will ratify the nominations made at 
St. Louis by one of the largest majorities 
ever given to candidates for the offices of 
President and Vice-President. 

Concentrates His Speakers Weat. 

Col. Hahn is arranging all his schedules 
io concentrate the big speakers in the Cer- 
tral States, and the indications now are 
that the last two weeks of the campalzgn 
will be loaded down with excitement. 

While the JT’opocrats are making what 
scem to be extravagant claims, assurances 
continue to pour into Republican headquar- 
ters that such States as old Virginia and 
Tennessee and Louisiana in the South wiii 
give their Electoral votes, provided a fair 
count can be had, to McKinley and Hobart. 
Ilowever, neither Mr. Hanna nor Mr. Payne 
nor anybody else connected with the commit- 
tee makes any positive claims of carryinz 
tnese States. They hope the reports sent 
to them are true, and will continue, as they 
have been doing, to aid the Republicans 
down there in making a fight. 

Richardson’s Act a Straw. 

The outlook is said to be extremely good 
for the election of several Republican Con- 
gressmen in districts that always have been 
Democratic. Much color was given to this 
yesterday by the fact that J. D. Richardson, 
head.of the Popocratic literary bureau, gave 
up his position there and went home to try 
and get himself reélected. Mr. Richardson 
represents what is known as the “ Mur- 
freesboro: district ’’ of Tennessee {in Con- 
gress. It was stated at the Popocratic Na- 
tional headquarters that he would not re- 
turn to Chicago before the election. Mr. 
Harrett has taken his place at the head of 
the literary bureau. 


LITERARY BUREAU TO QUIT SOON, 


Oct. 21 Set for the Date of Suspending 
Distribution of Documents, 

The Republican National committee de- 
cided yesterday that it would stop sending 
eut literature on Wednesday, Oct. 21. It 
is beifleved that the people will have hada 
sufficient supply by that time to satisfy their 
demands. Taking into consideration the 
fact that nearly 25,000,000 documents will 
have been printed and distributed by the 
National and Congressional committees, it 
would spem the voters ought to be pretty 
well posted both on the financial and tariff 
issues. 

Perry Heath said that the committee will 
have prepared and circulated from the head- 
quarters here 160,000,000 copies, the Congres- 
sional committee at Washington 40,000,000 
copies. In addition to all these the Amer- 
ican Sound Money League, in connection 
with the committee and under its auspices, 
has scattered broadcast at least 10,000,000 
copies. The committee has also purchased 
ot authors and contributors about 10,000,000 
copies, and it is estimated that the dona- 
tion free of cost will reach fully 5,000,000. 
The printed matter covers between 200 and 
300 different documents. 

As the distribution ceases the bureau, toa 
large extent, will go out of business. A 
part of the force will be retained to complie 
statistics, arrange and file the papers, and 
ciose up a set of books, something that has 
never before been attempted, and preserve 
them for use in future Presidential cam- 
paigns. The committee now has under con- 
sideration the proposition to rent one or 
two rooms and maintain headquarters all 
the time. If it decides to do this a man will 
be employed and kept on duty. 
HARRISON TO SPEAK IN CHICAGO, 
May Make His Address in the Big Tent 

or in the Coliseum. 

It is expected ex-President Harrison will 
be ready to start on a speaking tour of In- 
diana, Michigan, and Illinois by the middle 
of next week. National Committeman Dur- 
bin said yesterday he would go to Indianap- 
olis on Monday to confer with Gen. Harrison 
and the State committee with reference to 
arranging a route for the trip which he is 
to make through Indiana. 

The committee proposes to put him ona 
special train and then prepare a schedule 
which will include stops of from ten to thirty 
minutes at points between the more impor- 
tant townsand cities where great mass-meet- 
ings will be held.

GROSVENOR DEFENDS MARK HANNA. 


He Repels the Attacks Made on the 
Ohioan by the Popecrats. 

Gen. Grosvenor, in an address to traveling 
men at Commercial McKinley club head- 
quarters, No. 179 Monroe street, at noon yes- 
terday repelled recent attacks on Chairman 
Hanna.

Hanna, testifying to the utter falsehood and 
shameless disregard of decency involved in 
these attacks upon him. Let us ascertain 
the history of Mr. Hanna, Let us investi- 
gate him and see if on any former occa- 
sion, since the war or before the war, he ever 
bought or sold men who labor. Let us under- 
stand that. Let us see whether he ever placed 
any men who were laboring upon the auction 
block and sold them into slavery. [A voice 
in the audience: “ Didn’t Jones do that?’’] 
My friend is anticipating. Let us ascertain 
whether Mr. Hanna ever bred labor and 
raised it until it was salable, then shipped it 
tothecotton and cane fields of theSouthand 
sold it. Let us ascertain where he lives, and 
where the old, cast-off implements of his 
former business, see whether there are any 
bloody whips, and ascertain whether there Js 
blood on the lash, and ascertain whether it 
was a black or a white man; let us ascertain 
whether there were any shackles to shackle 
the limbs in slavery. 

“Tf so, let us see how much of this prop- 
erty was made for him under the lash of 
slavery and how much of it is due to the fact 
that the men were bought and sold inito 
slavery, and how much by honest labor in 
this country, and you will understand the 
difference between the men of the North, the 
clean-handed, upright citizens, and the men 
whoare attacking and assaulting this gentle- 
man. It is unworthy of American politics. 

“The statements against him are utterly 
false and without foundation in any shape, 
and the whole of it simply points to the 
desperation of the enemy.”’

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ANOTHER STRIKE MAY BE ORDERED. 


Building Trades Council at Outs with 
the General Electric Company 
Over Stewart Building Work. 


Two hundred workmen, members of the 
Bullding Trades Council, are contemplating 
a strike today on the new Stewart Building, 
State and Washington streets, because of a 
report that the Edison General Electric 
company is about to wire the building, em- 
ploying for that service non-union elec- 
tricians. 

“The General Electric company made prepa- 
rations several days ago to begin the work, 
while at the same time a strike was in 
progress on the new Silversmith Building on 
Wabash avenue for the same reason that the 
strike on the Stewart Building is now threat- 
ened. Officers of the Building Trades Coun- 
cil, it is said, learned that the company was 
contemplating employing non-union elec- 
triclans on the job, and a conference was 
held with the company. The matter, it is 
said, has been allowed to rest for a few 
days, but it will be taken up this morning 
owing to a report that the company is to be- 
gin its work with non-union men. 

The construction of the Stewart Building 
is in charge of George A. Fuller & Co., whe 
have sublet some of the work to other con- 
tracters, of which the General Electric com- 
pany is one. Thus far only union men have 
been employed in the construction of the 
building, and nearly all of these are mem- 
bers of unions affiliated with the Building 
Trades Council, the strongest central labor 
organization in the city. 

If the strike is ordered today the members 
of the council are confident they will win. 

The Building Trades Council won a com- 
plete victory over the General Electric com- 
pany yesterday in the fight over the employ- 
ment by the company of non-union elec- 
triclans on the new Silversmith Building on 
Wabash avenue near Madison street. 

The Building Trades Council ordered a 
strike on this building last Friday and since 
then about 200 men have been out, putting 
an effectual stop to all work on the struct- 
ure, 

Yesterday noon, through the efforts of the 
officers of the council and the Masons’ and 
Builders’ Union, the Edison company agreed 
to hire only union men on the job hereafter. 
and the strikers will go back to work this 
morning. 

The Building Trades Council has won 
every strike ordered by it this summer, and 
even the contractors themselves say it is 
next to impossible to erect even a small 
building in this city with non-union labor 


CHOCTAW ELECTION WAXES WARM. 


Troops Ordered to Be in Readiness to 
Prevent an Outbreak. 

‘ Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—Theo Indian 
Office has’ requested the War Department 
to prevent bloodshed in the Indian Territory 
as the result of the row over the Choctaw 
Presidential election. The department has 
made the necessary order for troops to be 
in readiness to prevent an outbreak. 

The order was sent to Gen. Merritt at Chi- 
cago and the troops sent forward were two 
troops of cavalry who were at the practice 
camp, Swan Lake, near Pond Creek, just 
west of the Oklahoma line. The troops 
made a forced march and Gen, Merritt re- 
ported by telegraph this afternoon that they 
arrived at Tuskahoma at 7:30 this morning. 
The troops were placed entirely under the 
orders of Indian Agent Wisdom. 

Antlers, I. T., Oct. 5.—The Choctaw council 
convened this morning at Tuskahoma, and as 
yet no serious trouble has arisen. Marshal 
McAlister has a number of his best depu- 
ties there, and Indian Agent Wilson has sent 
Capt. Jack Ellis with a squad of Indian 
police. A company of soldiers arrived there 
yesterday. Gov. McCurtain will be inaug- 
urated about Wednesday, and if any trouble 
breaks out martial law will be declared.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—Postmaster- 
General Wilson has issued an order prohibit- 
ing such notices as “ Please send out” or 
‘“ Please post up” being placed on the wrap- 
pers of third-class mail matter. Such no- 
tices will subject the matter to first-class 
rates. The words “ Personal” or “ To be 
called for” are deemed a part of the ad- 

dress, and are permissible.

Cardinal Satolli Is to Depart from the 
United States on the 17th 
of October. 


Washington, D. C,, Oct. 5.—Cardinal Satol- 
li is rapidly completing the arrangement of 
his affairs preparatory to his departure from 
the United States. He will leave: Washing- 
ton next Wednesday and sail from New York 
on Saturday, the 17th. He will go from this 
city to Newark, N. J., where he will visit the 
Bishop of Newark and the institutions of 
that diocete. . Saturday he will visit the 
West Point Military Academy. On the fol- 
lowing Monday he will leave for New York. 

Archbishop Martinelli has been already 
inducted into the administration of the apos- 
tolic delegation, and Cardinal Satolli, Mgr.

DETROIT FIRE CAUSES $90,000 LOSS, 


Old Free Press Building Is Gutted— 
Paper Loses $60,000. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 5.—The five-story build- 
ing at the corner of Larned and Shelby 
streets, formerly occupied by the Free Press, 
was gutted by fire this afternoon. The oc- 
cupants are the job printing departments of 
the Free Press company, the Habbin type 
foundry, and the Cliff & Higgins book bind- 
ery. The fire was caused by a small ex- 
plosion of a lighted gas stove in an electro- 
typing room on the fourth floor. The total 
loss is estimated at $90,000. with insurance 
about half. The Free Press company’s loss 
is $60,000; insurance, $35,000, 

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 5.—A fire in the 
basement of Circle Park Hotel was extin- 
guished today with small loss; Fire Chief 
J. H. Webster and Fireman Buck Stahlman, 
who were the first to enter the basement, 
were seriously injured by an _ explosion 
caused by a melted natural gas pipe. The 
right side of Chief Webster’s head was bad- 
ly burned and Stahlman’s face was burned 
to a blister and his hair burned off. There 
was some excitement among the guests, but 
none were injured.

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 5.—A challenge was 
forwarded today to E. C. Bald to race Wal- 
ter Sanger in Milwaukee on Saturday, Oct. 
10, for $1,000 a side. A race meet has been 
arranged for that date, when the fast riders 
of the country are expected to compete. 
The same day Sanger will make an attempt 
to break the half-mile record.

MANUFACTURERS DENY COERCION. 


South Bend Concerns Say No Discrim- 

2 ination Is Being Made. 

South Bend, Ind., Oct. 5.—[{Special.]—The 
charge of coerting its employés to vote the 
Republican ticket has been frequently made 
against the manufacturers of South Bend. 
These charges have been carried so far that 
one company, the Singer Manufacturing 
company, has received letters inquiring as 
to the truth of the charge that the company 
was discharging men because they talked 
for silver. The company replies to these 
giving the most emphatic denial and citing 
‘Instances of persons employed by the com- 
pany who are for free silver. 

The manufacturing concerns of South 
Bend were nearly all involved in similar 
charges. Recently resolutions were passed 
éondemning the charges as false and offer- 
ing to prosecute any’ manufacturer who 
would attempt coercion. The resolutions 
were signed by the South Bend Woolen com- 
pany, Oliver plow works, Studebaker Bros., 
and seventeen other large concerns. 


FUSION SCHEMES IN THE FIFTEENTH. 
Popocrats and Populists Cannot Agree 
Over District Nominees. 

Warsaw, Ill., Oct. 5.—{Special.]—The resig- 
nations of Dr.) Parker and Louis H. Hull, 
Populist candidates for Congressman and 
State Senator. respectively,.are in the hands 
of the committee, subject to the notification 
by both parties of a deal under which these 
two are to withdraw in favor of the Popo- 
cratic nominees for Congress and the Lower 
House, provided the Popocrats place on 
their ticket for State Senator the name of 
Martin W. Greer, who was the Populist 
candidate for Congress in 1892 and 1804. 

Popocrats conversant with the campaign 
of two years ago vigorously protest against 
such a fusion.

{ MR. BRYAN IN ‘TENNESSEE 


SPEECHES AT MEMPHIS, NASHVILLE, 
AND INTERMEDIATE POINTS. 


He Attacks the Gold Dollar and Advo- 
gates Bimetallism as a Policy for 
the United States Independently— 
Appeals for the Suffrages of the 
Free Silver Element—Review of the 
Early Organisation of the Silver- 
ites—No Doubt as to the Outcome.

Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 5.—The greatest 
crowd that ever turned out to a political 
meeting in Nashville crowded about the 
streets here tonight, shouted, applauded, 
and listened with marked attention to the 
triple nominee on his arrival tonight. The 
train bearing the party was due at 8:35, but 
was ten minutes late, and it was nearly 
9:15 o’clock when Mr. Bryan addressed his 
first audience in this city at the Haymarket 
tonight. 

The candidate was introduced by Senator 
Bate as the next President of the United 
States. He was cheered and applauded 
throughout his speech, and many times was 
stopped by the enthusiasm of his listeners. 
He said: 

“I understand that you have had some ex- 
perience in this State. What was it that 
you had a trust in here? Cotton-bagging? 
[A voice; ‘* Yes."] My friends, what can be 


done in ore thing can be done in all things— 


if. the trust is left unrestrained. It is one 
of the things that we rejoice at in this con- 
test that we do no have the support of trusts 
or combinaions or syndicates of this country. 
{Applause.] 

It was my good fortune to visit Nashville 
more than a year ago when we were begin- 
ning the fight which resulted in securing the 
control of the Democratic National conven- 
tion. I remember with pleasure my visit 
then, and it gratifies me much upon return- 
ing to find that the sentiment in favor of the 
immediate restoration of the free and un- 
limited coinage of both gold and silver at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1 [applause] with- 
out waiting for the aid or consent of any 
nation on earth has expanded until today a 
vast majority of the people of Tennessee are 
arrayed under a double standard banner. 

As I passed through the streets tonight 
and listened to the exclamations of the peo- 
ple I could easily believe that I was ina city 
near to that sacred spot, the Hermitage. 
{[Applause.] 

I can understand why the people of this 
State, and especially of this portion of the 
State, should feel so deep an interest in the 
cause which is being represented by the 
Chicago platform, because, my friends, we 
are fighting today the battle that Andrew 
Jackson fought when he was in _ office. 
[Great applause,] We find arrayed against 
us the same combinations, the same aggre- 
gation of wealth, with*the same abuse. We 
meet the same Intolerance that he met; we 
suffer from the same abuse that he suffered 
from; every name is applied today tothe ad- 
vocates of free coinage that was applied to 
Old Hickory when hé fought for the Ameri- 
can people. [Great applause.] 

What Was Done in 1873. 


If you re&d the records of the time you will 
find that the newspapers, which are so quick 
to grasp upon any item of news and so ready 
to spread it before the public, did not under- 
stand and explain that the law of. 187% de- 
monetized silver, closed the mints to the 
coinage of the white metal, and left us with 
gold only as our standard money. Ever 
since that day we have been seeking 
to undo what was done in the dark. [Ap- 
plause.}] Ours has been an open warfare. 
Ours has been a fight in which we have 
had to meet an enemy that fought from 
ambush, an enemy that always fought be- 
hind some false pretense. [Great applause. ] 
The gold standard never fought an open 
fight in this country. The gold. stand- 
ard never fought a fight which 
was sbmitted to the people. The 
gold standard has made every step. in 
its progress by underhand means and has 
not for dne moment attempted to obtain the 
consent or the indorsement of the American 
people. But in this campaign at least we 
have the issue before the people and we 
have a chance in this election to cast our 
ballots for the maintenance of the gold 
standard or for the restoration of the money 
of the Constitution. 

My friends, I believe so truly in the justice 
of our cause that I cannot doubt what 
will be the result when the American people 
are called upon to decide this question. Our 
opponents say that’ we do not need any more 
money. My friends, that man who talks 
about our not needing any more money in 
this country is a curiosity. I have always 
noticed that the man who thinks we do not 
need any more money happens to be the man 
who has the money. [Applause.] 

When a man asks you how you are going to 
get any of the money unless you have some- 
thing to sell let me give you a question to 
ask him: ‘Suppose I have something to 
sell, how am I going to get anything for it 
until I find somebody with money to buy 
what I have to sell?”’ [Applause.] 

Money is the creature of law. You must 
first create money before you can distribute 
it, and if you stop its creation you stop its 
distribution. Whenever you legislate down 
the quantity of money you legislate up the 
value of the dollar, and when you legislate 
up the value of the dollar you legislate down 
the value of those things which exchange for 
dollars. [Applause.] And the effect of the 
financial policy under which we have suf- 
fered has been to make a dollar so dear'that 
in order to get it you have sacrificed too 
much of the products of toil. [Applause.] 


As to Opening the Mills. 


Our opponents say “Open the mils.” 
What is the use of opening the mills until 
there is the ability to buy what the mills 
produce? [Applause.] The work of open- 
ing the mills is a useless Work, because uf- 
less you can sell what the mills produce you 
simply have the pleasure of closing the mills 
again. {[Applause.}] When you destroy the 
power of the people to consume’you destroy 
the power of the people to sell goods for cone 
sumption. When the farmers find that fall- 
ing prices leave them nothing for living ex- 
penses then the merchants find that their 
customers disappear; and they cannot col- 
lect the bills for the goods already sold. 

The gold standard has destroyed the power 
of the farmer to buy because it has taken 
away the value from the things he sells, and 
that paralysis of industry, beginning upon 
the farm, has found its way to the factory, 
and when you take from the storekeeper, 
the laboringmen and the farmer, as custom- 
ers, you summon the Sheriff to close his 
door and sell his goods at auction. [Ap- 
plause.|] 

I read a pamphlet published by a Buffalo 
banker in which he said that upon the pros- 
perity of the business-man depended the 
prosperity of the. farmer and laborer. 
[Laughter.] My friends, there is no person 
in this audience but who knows that the 
proposition stated by the Buffalo banker is 
false. Instead of the farmer and the, la- 
borer depending for prosperity upon the 
business-man the reverse is true. The busi- 
ness-man depends for his prosperity upon 
the farmer and the laborer. [Applause.] 

Farmers and laborers are the foundation 
of society, and upon that broad and firm 
foundation is built the commercial fabric. 
The business-men stand upon the shoulders 
of those who toil, and the banker is simply 
a roof for the building. You can take off the 
roof and put on another one—possibly a bet- 
ter one than the one you take off—[applause] 
but when you take away the foundation the 
whole building collapses. [Applause.] 

Can Spare the Generals, 

My. friends, we have lost some Democrats 
in this fight, but Iam mighty glad that most 
of those whom we lost were Generals. We 
have not lost many privates in the army. 
{Applause.}] We might. have kept all the 
Democrats who are gone if we had been 
willing to pay the price they asked. If we 
had been willing to make the Democratic 
party the agent to fasten plutocracy upon 
the American people we could have kept 
every man who has left us., [Applause.] 
But we have to choose between throwing 
overboard those who have been millstones 
about the neck of Democracy and throwing 
over Democracy itself, and we prefer to 
save Democracy and let the aristocrats go. 
[Applause.| My friends, we have not lost by 
it. It has been our gain. It is always true 
that those who dare to do right are re- 
warded in the long run; and the Demo- 
eratic party ts receiving its reward—not 
even walting for the long run-it is re- 
ceiving its reward right now for daring to 
do right at Chicago. [Applause.}] We are 
drawing to our ranks those who are in the 
Republican party for bimetallism. They 
have come to us beeause they see now that 
the hope of international bimetallism is a 
delusion, and that ft fs used only as a cover 


while the leading Republicans are attempt- 


| ing to fasten the gold standard permanently 


upon the American people. 

After concluding his Haymarket speech 
Mr. Bryan was taken to the Athletic Park, 
where he made a ten-minute address, giving 
his explanation of the 50-cent dollar, and at 
the end he appealed to his audience to study

BRYAN’S ADDRESS AT MEMPHIS. 


He Attacks the Gold Standard and Fa- 
vors Bimetallism. 

Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 5.—William J. Bryan 
arrived in Memphis this morning at 7:30 
o’clock. Thousands of people were at the 
Poplar street station to witness his arrival. 
The famous Neely Zouaves were at the im- 
mediate entrance to thé station and escorted 
Mr. Bryan and the Memphis committee to 


the hotel. 

Mr. Bryan at 10 o’clock was escorted to 
the baseball park. Ten thousand people 
‘were in waiting. He spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies, and Gentlemen: In 
Memphis it was, something more than a 
year ago, that this fight which is being 
waged now was begun. It was in this city 
that those in favor of the gold standard met 
to begin the work of capturing the two great 
political parties, and it was here, a few 
days afterward, that the silver forces gath- 
ered to begin the organization of their cam- 
paign. [Applause.] Therefore, at this time, 
when the campaign has progr so far 
that we are able to form some estimate of 
the results, I am glad to come again to the 
city which will be known in history because 
of the fight commenced here. 

Various plans were suggested and we met 
in that convention and declared to attempt, 
first to carry all the political parties to free 
coinage, and if we failed in that, then to find 
some way to consolidate the vote of those in 
favor of free silver. [Applause.] I remem- 
ber the doubt as to the means that might 
be found, and I expressed my doubt, and 
yet my confidence as to the result I ex- 
pressed by quoting from one of the Sunday- 
school songs: ‘“‘ It may not be thy way, but 
in his own way the Lord will provide.” 
{Great applause.] 

The work went on, and we have been able 
to consolidate the sentiment of the people 
of this country so far as the Presidential 
candidate is concerned on one person. 

[A voice: ‘“* You are the Jackson of to- 
day.’’} 

Mr. Bryan-—It is not a time to set personal 
interests above the general good; it is not 
a time when we are to consider the tempo- 
rary effect of this election upon party or- 
ganization; it is a time when we are to con- 
sider the effect of the gold standard if per- 
petuated, not on party organizations, not 
on this country alone, but on all mankind. 
{Great applause.] 


Wants a Free Silver Congress. 


I want to impress upon your minds an- 
other thing: It is not only necessary that 
we shall elect a President and Vice-Presi- 
dent in favor of free coinage, but it is neces- 
Sary that there shall be a Congress in favor 
of free coinage. [Applause.] The President 
can sign no bill until that bill reaches the 
White House, and before any bill reaches the 
White House it must have received the in- 
dorsement of a majority of the members of 
the House of Representatives. and of 
the Senate. If there is one majority in either 
house against free coinage, the President is 
powerless to-restore bimetallism to the peo- 
ple. If you are in earnest for bimetailism 
you must show that earnestness by doing 
anything necessary to be dgne to elect Con- 
gress and President. 

If we are right in the position we have 
taken, if the Democratic party is right in its 
platform, then the man who does not stand 
upon that platform, no matter how gooda 


Democrat he may have been before, is no* 


Democrat now [applause], and no man can 
claim to be a friend of mine who says that 
he wanted to elect me because I am a regular 
nominee, and then go down there and tie my 
hands and make me powerless. [{Applause.| 
To those who belleve in regularity, my nom- 
ination appeals; to those Democrats who are 
willing to trust the judgment of a majority 
of the Democratic party, more freely ex- 
pressed than in any Democratic convention 
ever held before, to these my nomination ap- 
peals.

They. say the gold dollar is a good dollar; 
that it gives us good money. My friends, 
we want money good, but how good? Just 
good enough; not too good. {Laughter and 
applause.}] We don’t want a dollar so good 
that you can pray for it and long for it, but 
never get hold of it. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] I have described the gold dollar as 
the balloon dollar. It keeps rising all the 
time, and those who were in the basket when 
it started up stay with it, but it is out of the 
reach of the great masses of mankind. [Ap- 
plause.] We are tired of the balloon dollar. 
We don’t want a dollar to look at as it passes 
from us. We want a dollar to handle as it 
passes among us. I want bimetallism be- 
cause it requires all the gold and all the 
silver to furnish a safe basis for the immense 


‘commercial affairs of the nineteenth century. 


It requires them both. You talk to me about 
a flood of money when we have free coinage. 
My friends, I know people in the South who 
are watching for the first drippings of the 
flood. [{Applause.] I am not afraid that 
when all the gold available for coinage and 
all the _ silver available for coinage 
shall be poured into the money 
volume of the world there will be more 
than enough to form a safe and sound basis 
for safe and sound commercial transactions. 
{Applause. ] 

[ ask you not to be dismayed at the forces 
arrayed against us. If you think that you 
are called abusive names, just remember that 
in all the ages past those who have arrayed 
themselves against intense privileges have 
been abused by those who, not being able to 
meet their arguments, have attempted to 
drive them from the fleld by cursing and 
swearing at them and applying abusive 
epithets tothem. !Applause.]

Since the long and serious conference be- 
tween Chairman Jones of the Popocratic 
National committee and Senator Teller last 
week it is understood the latter has changed 
his plans and soon will direct his efforts to 
assisting some of -the Western Senators 
whose terms expire next March, and who 
will then retire to private life, unless they 
can succeed in getting Legislatures in their 
respéctive States that will reélect them next 
winter. . 

It has been reiterated among Democrats 
and Republicans alike that the Popocratic 
managers see nothing in the situation which 
insures them of Mr. Bryan’s election. Con- 
sequently, these ‘politicians say, they deem 
it advisable to do everything possible to 
secure the return of Senators Kyle, Dubois, 
Blackburn, Brown, Peffer, Squires, and 
Perkins of California; also the Congress- 
men who are friendly to the cause of free 
silver. Senators Kyle and Dubois apparent- 
ly have the hardest kind of a fight on their 
hands. The Republicans assert that both 
will fail in securing a majority of the Legis- 
lature. If they do fall there is no assurance 
that their successors would join the com- 
bination of silver Senators to keep up a 
war in the National Congress. 

Ever since his return from New York a 
week ago it has ben the general talk that 
Senator Jones acknowledged to some of his 
intimate friends that there was no hopeful 
prospect of Bryan's election. But this story 
is vigorously denied about the Popocratic 
headquarters, and all the committeemen 
there say they are as confident of success 
at the polls as they can be. They do not 
deny, however, that the Senatorial and Con- 
gressional struggles in Minnesota, South 
Dakota, Kansas, Montana, Idaho, Oregon, 
Washington, California, Kentucky, and 
Tennessee are giving them a great deal of 
trouble. They realize and admit that the 
only hope of keeping up an agitation for 
free silver after this campaign in the event 
of Mr. Bryan's defeat is to hold the balance 
of power on important legislation in the 
United States Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives.

GOV. ALTGELD AT BELLEVILLE. 
He Makes a Speech Devoted to the Fi- 
nancial Issues. 

Belleville, Ill, Oct. 5.—{Special.]—This was 
Altgeld’s day in Belleville. A good many 
farmers came into town from the surround- 
ing country and a large crowd assembled. 
Gov. Altgeld arrived at 11:30 o’clock, ac- 
companied by a reception committee headed 
by W. W. Schaefer, Chairman of the Popo- 
cratic County Central committee, which 
had gone down to East St. Louis to meet 
him. Quite a crowd had gathered and he 
was cheered as he emerged from 
the depot. He entered awaiting car- 
riage drawn by four black horses, and was 
escorted to the Belleville House by the 
Bavarian Band and the Bryan Marching 

club in silk hats and Prince Albert coats. 

After dinner he held an informal levee. 
He said he had no doubt of the eiection cf 
Bryan and the triumph of silver in the 
Nation and State. 

At 2 o'clock he was escorted to the opera- 
house, through streets lined with people, by 
the marching club and . bands. The 
house was crowded. After the sing- 
ing of ‘** America’’ by the audience, led 
by the marching club, the Gevernor was 
introduced by Judge Benjamin Burroughs of 
Edward. He spoke for a little over two 
hours, and held the close attention of his 
audience. 

With the exception of a brief introductory, 
the address was devoted exclusively to the 
financial question. He traced the financial 
legislation of the last half century, and dem- 
onstrated the existence of evils which he 
claimed had arisen from such legislation. 

He pointed out the alleged remedy and 
appealed to the voters to apply it. He de- 
clared that the silver dollar at its bullion 
value was equal in purchasing: power to 
what it was thirty years ago. With it then 
could be purchased about a bushel of wheat, 
a proportional amount of other produce, and 
the same could be purchased now. He said 
we should pay the English bondholders with 
a dollar whose purchasing power was as 
great as the one with which they pought 
our bonds. The present hard times, he said, 
were universal and not caused by the tariff; 
the*scarcity of money and consequent high 
prices of the necessaries of life bein solely 
responsible. The only remedy, he thought, 
was to strike from the statute books al! anti- 
silver legislation. . 

. Cleveland and Carlisle were referred to but 
once, and only denounced by implication. 
Sarcastic allusion was made to the pre- 
tentions of the Republican party as being the 
party of home protection.

Ald. Foster introduced an order directing

This order was referred to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel for an opinion as to whether 
the ordinance has been invalidated. 


Tax on Insurance Companies. 


An ordinance regulating the taxation of in- 
surance companies was called up for passage 
by Ald. Madden. The measure amended an 
ordinance passed last February, fixing the 
tax at 1 per cent instead of 2 per cent, as 
provided in the original ordinance. With an 
amendment making the tax payable to the 
City Collector instead of the City Treasurer 
the ordinance was passed by a vote of 54 to 5. 

Ald. Madden said he thought the insurance 
companies would pay the 1 per cent without 
opposition, and that a revenue of $40,000 or 
$50,000 a year would thus be secured for the 
Fire Department. The companies, he said, 
were already supporting the Fire Patrol. 

An order directing the City Controller to 
pay to taxpayers rebates due for special 
assessments, in cases where tax receipts 
have been lost, was amended by providing 
that the rebates shall only be paid upon 
recommendation of the Finance committee 
and upon authorization of the Council, and 
was then passed. 

A communication received from George 
Richardson, an engineer, suggesting a plan 
for improving the conditon of the city water 
supply, was referred to the special commit- 
tee on water supply appointed at the previous 
meeting of the Council. The plan provides 
for the establishment of a system of catch- 
basins to receive the sewage which now 
flows into the lake, the sewage later to be 
pumped into the drainage canal. This plan 
is proposed as an accessory to the system of 
intercepting sewers. 


To Lower Street Car Tracks. 


An order was passed giving the Chicago 
City railway the right to lower the grade of 
Archer avenue where its tracks run under 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific and 
Lake Sho and Michigan Southern rail- 
reads, to permit the passage of street cars, 
the work to be done at the expense of the 
company and under the direction of the 
Commissioner of Public Works. The tracks 
when lowered will be sixteen inches below 
the original grade. 

An order was passed authorizing the pay- 
ment of $2,550 to the Diebold Safe and Lock 
company for a safe placed in the City Treas- 
urer’s office, and $250 to J. M. Terwilliger for 
expert services in overseeing the work of 
putting in the safe. 

The Cicero and Proviso Street railway com- 
pany was given‘the right to lay temporary 
tracks necessary to accommodate its traific 
while a sewer is being built in Forty-eighth 
street, between Madison street and Chicago 
avenue.

Several Druggists Think It Advisable 
and Relate Their Reasons. 
Touching the action taken in the Council

‘*T have been informed that the ordinance 
requires the telephone company to furnish 
private "phones at a yearly. rental of $125 
and public ’phones at a rental of $150, The 
company gets around the ordinance by ask- 


|} ing the druggist to keep the old ’phone for 


his own.use and promising to keep the old 
machine in repair. That is what I did. The 
cld-machine is. not satisfactory now. I 
think it would be a good scheme if the Goun- 
cil would make an investigation of the com- 
pany’s methods.”’ | 

George H. Mayr, Washington and La Salle 
streets, said: ‘‘ They wanted to put one of 
the automatic machines in here, but I ob- 
jected. My telephone is for the use of my 
patrons. They want the automatic ma- 
chine placed in the most conspicuous place 
in the store. It is worth moré to do this 
than the company is willing to pay. I think 
an investigation would be a good thing.” 

An attempt was made to place one of the 
nutomatic macnines in the store of Rogers 
& Diamond, Dearborn and Jackson streets, 
but the proprietors made such vigorous ob- 
jection to it that the attempt was given up. 

Most of the automatic machines are in the 
smaller drug stores, where the amount of the 
receipts will barely reach the $200 a year 
which the company takes as its share, 
whether the merchant gets anvthing or not. 

F. M. Buck, contract agent for the Lell 
Telephone company, said: 

‘*We do not refuse to put in private tele- 
phones where they are demanded by the 
druggists. We have applications daily from 
persons who want the automatic telephones 
put in.’ 


SPERAGUS DIES OF HIS INJURIES, 


Robert Townsend, a Colored Man, Is 
Held Accountable for.a Fruit 
Dealer’s Passing Away. 


Augustus Speragus, an Italian fruit deal- 
er, was so badly beaten by a highwayman at 
1 o’clock yesterday morning that he died ten 
hours later. Robert Townsend, a negro, is 
Jocked up at the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion, charged with having committed the 


murder. 

Townsend was captured by Officers Blaney 
and Meehan of the Harrison Street Station 
after a long chase, and although he denies 
killing Speragus, the police say they have 
positive evidence against him. 

Speragus keeps a stand at the southwest 
eorner of Wabash avenue and Fourteenth 
street. He lived at No, 1826 Wabash avenue. 
He was in the act of closing his stand, when 
he was struck down by a blow on the head, 
which dazed him. He attempted to rise and 
struggle with his. assailant, but was too 
weak. The man, who Speragus says was 4 
negro, bent over him and attempted to 
search his pockets. Speragus made an ef- 
fort to rise, but the negro seized him by 
the throat and began pounding him on the 
back of the head. Speragus called for help, 
and then became unconscious, 

Policemen Blaney ard Meehan heard the 
cries, and, running toward the stand, saw 
the Italian roll over on the sidewalk, while 
darting away among the shadows of neigh- 
boring dwelling-houses the policemen saw 
the form of a man. Meehan gave chase, 
while Blaney stopped long enough to makea 
vain effort to obtain a statement from the 
fruit dealer. and then followed Meehan. 
After a chase of nearly eight blocks the 
fugitive was captured by the policemen and 
made a prisoner. He proved to be Town- 
gend. Physicians found Speragus had re- 
ceived a concussion of the brain. An ambu- 
lance conveyed him to his home, where he re- 
covered long enough to make a brief state- 
ment to the police and then relapsed into un-

ACTION IN CONFERENCE. 


REPORTS ON ARMENIAN OUTRAGES 
AND MORAL QUESTIONS AT HOME. 


Divorce Laws Denounced and Minis- 
ters Urged to Refuse to Marry Per- 
sons Legally Separated on Any but 
Scriptural Grounds—Work of the 
Deaconesses in Chicago and Else- 
where—A Suggestion About Bi- 
cycles Is Withdrawn. 


Freeport, Ill., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—A great 
deal of interest attached to the report of the 
Committee on Civil and Religious Liberty 
in the Rock River Conference this after- 
noon. It is as follows: 

Whereas, The heart of every Methodist 
preacher, as well as every true American 
citizen,. beats in sympathy with those of 
all lands who are deprived of the benefits of 
civil and religious liberty; therefore, 

Resolved, That we are horrified by the 
continued reports of atrocities and the 
wholesale massacre of Armenian Christians 
that have taken place in the Sultan’s do- 
main, and we trust that the powers of civil- 
ization may be led to take some new steps 
that will make these barbarities impossible 
in the future, 

We are shocked by the numerous cases 
of lynch law in our own land. We protest 
against these outrages in the name of hu- 
manity and urge upon our people to exert 
their utmost influence against them. 

We are pained to learn of the continued 
civil and religious disabilities under which 
our Protestant brethren of the South Amer- 
ican republics live, even while we rejoice to 
learn that progress has been made during 
the last year, notably in Peru, whose Sen- 
ate has passed the marriage bill, which 
legalizes marriages in cases where the cere- 
mony Was not performed by Roman Catholic 
officials. 

We indorse the work of the Committee on 
Religious Liberty of the Chicago preachers 
meeting, which, under the vigorous leader- 
ship of the Rev. John Lee, has brought the 
subject of religious toleration in the repub- 
lics of South America to the notice of Pope 
Leo XIII. 

The report was adopted unanimously after 
it had been amended by naming the Revs. 
John Lee, M. M. Parkhurst, W. H. Holmes, 
P. H. Swift, and John P. Brushingham asa 
committee to take charge of the matter. 
Another subject of public interest was the 
adoption of a resolution offered by the Rev. 
S. C. Leavell to the effect that it is the sefise 
of the conference that partisan political 
speeches shall have no place upon the an- 
nual programs. This was evidently aimed 
at the bitterly partisan prohibition speech 
of John G. Woolley on Thursday night. 

Next Conference in Chicago. 

The conference recalled its action of last 
I‘viday in. remitting the location of the 
next conference to the Presiding Elders 
and accepted the invitation of Western Av- 
enue Church, Chicago, to hold the gathering 
of 1897 there. The list of supernumeraries 
was first called. J. O. Youker, John M. 
Forrest, and Samuel Weir were changed 
from a supernumerary to an effective re- 
lation, and E. N. Currier was placed upon the 
supernumerary list. The following young 
men were admitted to the conference on 
trial, after a long debate and close inquiry: 
Edward, Honeywell, Chicago district: G. 
G. Stewart, John W. McKittrick, and O. 
E.. Read, Nogth Chicago district; and John 
W. Funston, Freeport district. 

Bishop Andrews advised the ministers to 
guard the conference doors more closely 
than has been the custom. He thought 
that too many applicants are admitted. 

The report of the Temperance committee 
denuvunced the liquor traffic as the crime 
uf all crimes. The -report of the Commit- 
tee on the White Cross movement recognized 
the advance of the social evil as more to 
be feared than the liquor traffic. It de- 
nounced the present divorce laws, stating 
that the church cannot recognize the valid- 
ity of divorce except for scriptural cause, 
and that no minister should unite in mar- 
riage any person who has been divorced on 
other grounds. 

Among other observations the report 
said: **‘ Watch the bicycle.’’ The Rev. F 
M. Bristol moved to strike out this expres- 
sion, which was done, and the _ report 
was adopted. 

The’ Rev. William Fawcett, from the Com- 
mittee on Deaconesses, reported that there 
are deaconesses’ homes at Chicago, Rock- 
ford, and Freeport, all of which are doing 
good work. Fifty-two orphans had been 
sheltered at Lake Bluff during the year. 
The deaconesses had made 12,308 calls, had 
taught 11,000 pupils in Sunday-schools, and 
18,800 in industrial schools. They had spent 
6.509 heurs in nursing. The Committee cn 
the Chicago Home Mission and Church Ex- 
tension Society reported that the society 
hatl been instrumental in securing $850,000 
worth of property for the church. Six 
hundred dollars was pledged for the supe 
port of a missionary in the country, and G. 
R. Van Horne recommended for the ap- 
pointment. _ 

For Compulsory Education. 


The Committee on Education urged the 
enactment of compulsory education laws. 
‘Che church schools are in a prosperous con- 
dition. During the year William Deering 
had presented $215,000 to the Northwestern 
University, the largest gift in its history. 

The licenses of the following deaconesses 
were renewed: Mary Jefferson, Lottie F. 
Lowey, Emma C. Ferguscen, Anna Loujse 
Semple, Abigail Simmonds, Emma _ J. 
Scott, Matilda Wesley, Minnie Manly, 
Catherine Dockery. 

It 1s reported that the Rev. M. E. Fawcett 
of Grate Methodist Church, Elgin, will be- 
come an Episcopalian and rector of the 
Church of the Redeemer of the same city. 

The appointments will not be made until 
noon tomorrow. 

The conference held a three hours’ session 
tonight. The Bishops consecrated Mrs. N. 
Cc. Radford and Miss Belle Kellog as dea- 
conesses. Mrs. Lucy R. Meyers of the Chi- 
cago Training School delivered an address 
upon the Order of Deaconesses, of which she 
is theefounder. The statistical report was 
read, showing the church membership of the 
conference to be as follows: Chicago dis- 
trict, 12,491; North Chicago, 11,850: Joliet, 
6,187; Rockford, 6,254; Dixon, 6,135; Free- 
port, 5,328. The Sunday-school membership 
is: Chicago district, 18,079; North Chicago, 
14,974; Joliet, 7,507; Rockford, 7,535; Dixon, 
5.748: Freeport, 5,004. The value of church 
property is: Chicago district, $1,913.000; 
North Chicago, $1,062,615; Jollet, $340,300: 
Rockford, $310,450; Dixon, $227,500; Free- 
port. $221,700. The collections for benevolent 
purposes during the year were $98,076. The 
Sabbath Observance committee reported as 
the sense of the conference that all labor 
should cease on the Sabbath. Sunday news- 
papers are opposed, and what is known as 
the European Sa@bath is denounced as a 
menace to morals. On motion of the Rev. 
J. P. Brushingham Sunday bicycle runs and 
races were put under the ban along with Sun- 
day newspapers. 

Chicago Presbytery in Session. 

Kankakee, Ill., Oct. 5.—{Special.]—The 
sixth meeting of the Presbytery of Chicago 
was held in the Presbyterian Church of St. 
Anne today. This body, composed of 150 
ministers, is an influential organization, con- 
taining some of the ablest-men in the church. 
One hundred delegates were present. 

The day was occupied with the reading of 
reports and transaction of other routine 
business. The report of the Board of Edu- 
cation showed there were only thirty stu- 
dents of theology in the presbytery, or twen- 
ty less than last year. 

The Board of Missions reported there was 
a deficit of $200 in the fund set aside for the 
evangelization of the State. Fhis will be 
made up before the synod by church as- 
sessments, Delegates were selected to the 
Presbyterian -Synod at Danville next 
Wednesday.’ The meeting was adjourned 
until next Monday. morning at the publica- 
tion rooms on Wabash avenue, Chicago. 
Dr. Withrow of the First Presbyterian 
Church, Chicago, preached this evening. *

“A Superfiuous Husband,” an adaptation 
‘Yfrom the German of Ludwig Fulda by Clyde 
Fitch and Leo Dietrichstein, which E. M. 
and Joseph Holland brought out at Mc- 
Vicker’s last night, is a delightful comedy, 
bright, spirited, and life-like. Besides, there 
is a wholesome vigor in the piece that is re- 
freshing indeed after the thin pabulum these 
admirable players have been compelled re- 
cently to serve. It is.the Teutonic imprint 
upon the original, and, if the adapters cannot 
lay chim to its invention, they at least are 
entitled to the most liberal praise for re- 
taining it in their English version. . 

In one way it might be called an Amer- 
ican version. With remarkable felicity the 
authors have succeeded in acclimating all 
the characters of the play, and the story has 
been modified so that it fits nicely into the 
trend of American life. But all this would 
have been of smal! importance if the Messrs. 
Holland had not been given suitable char- 
acters. These they have, and they make ex- 
cellent use of their opportunities. ’ 

Joseph Holland, as the “ superfluous hus- 
band,”’ aspiring to stubborn honors that he 
may please his talented but thoughtless wife, 
showed more comedy strengSh than he has 
commonly been allowed. He never falls 
short of a certain refined dignity, which is 
for the most part pleasing, but here he melts 
into a kindlier humor that wellsuits him. 

E. M. Holland is not put so much to test 
in the character that has fallen to him; but 
the good-natured father-in-law’ exactly fits 
him, and, as usual, he has enriched the part 
with a thousand deft touches of nature. 

A deal more might be said for the produc- 
tion as a whole. It has been put on with 
commendable care, and there were few of 
those distressing lapses in last evening’s 
performance which usually mar the pleas- 
ure of a “ first night.’’ The members of the 
company seemed to know what they had to 
do and did it. Mr. Harbury, as a prying 
critic, was pleasing, and Mr. Maher deserves 
credit for restraining some of his juvenile 
exuberance. Miss Radcliffe was satisfactory 
to the eye in the part of the tyrannizing 
wife; but the character certainly needs a.

Mr. Holland’s impersonation of the aged 
Col. Jouve was forcible, but not his best 
work. The fault lay partly in the play. In 
the death scene, however, he rose to his full 
artistic height.

Professor of the Conservatoire and a 
Member of the Comedie Francaise 
Is Backing the Latest Parisian 
Caprice—A Representative Is Now 
Sizing Up the Situation and Claims 
to Have a Lease of Palmer’s The- 


ater for a Presentation of Classics. 
-_ 


New York, Oct. 5.—{Special:]—A perma- 
nent French stage in New York, a stage 
which will be for actors a step to the Odeon, 
as the Odeon is a step to the Comedie Fran- 
caise, is the latest caprice of Paris. Dav- 
rigny ® to direct it. He is a professor at 
the Conservatoire, a member of the Comedie 
Francaise, and an impeccable artist. 

“ There are graduated*every year from the 
Conservatoire,” he said to the Minister of 
Public Instruction of the Republic, **‘ more 
leading men, more noble fathers, more sou- 
brettes, and more Moliéresque valets than 
the Odéon can employ. 

“What becomes of them? They become 
emaciated and heart-broken in the super- 
numerary list of the Odéon. They are lost 
in the play-houses of the provincial towns. 

““ The remedy that I suggest is to establish 
a second Odeon stage. It may not be es- 
tablished in Paris, Bordeaux, Rouen, er 
Nantes. Establish it for the glory of France 
in Greater New York.” 

This is why Vallet de Brugnieres, Captain 
of Infantry, former Chief of Cabinet in the 
War Department, officer of the Academy, 
commander of the Order of Christ of Portu- 
gual; poet, dramatist, and art critic, lingers 
in.New York. He is staying here to estab- 
lish a’ French stage in New York. 

He has studied the field and found it ex- 
cellent. His plans are modest. He will not 
build a playhouse, but will rent one. He 
talks of Palmer's. ‘I shall have Palmer’s 
in January,” he said, *‘ and I suppose Dav- 
rigny will send his best pupils. They wit 
play Racine, Moliére, Corneille, all the 
classics, ancient and modern.”

Considers Them dInteresting and Not

Committee Has Their Protest Against

One of Altgeld’s occupations last Sunday 
was sending a dispatch to the New York 
Journal, a leading free silver paper, in which 
he announced that he had been in all sec- 
tions of the State and found “ the outlook 
very much more favorable than it was in 
1892, when we carried the State by upward 
of 22,000 majority.

He is almost always so ma- 
liciously and malignantly in earnest that it 
is difticult to conceive of his perpetratmg a 
joke unless it is one of q painful, practical 
kind, as, for instance, gétting the votes of 
workingmen by pretending he was going to 
abolish convict labor, and then, when elect- 
ed; multiplying its seope and efficiency. 
That may be called a jest, though a grim 
one. , 4 
Undoubtedly Altgeld wanted the publish- 
er of the Journal to believe that Bryan will 
carry Illinois. Perhaps Altgeld believes 
tat. Possibly he thinks that a majority 
of the 900,000 ,oters in this State are radi- 
cally dishonest and are ready to despoil 


; their neighbors if they can do so without 


violating the criminal ecde and running a 
risk of going to the penitentiary. 

It is natural that Altgeld should enter- 
tain such an idea if he measures other men 
by himself. For he has uo conscience what- 
ever. He lacks a moral sense. He sees no 
harm in doing anything which the law does 
not prohibit. If the law were to be changed 
so as to make the commission of what are 
now considered crimes unpunishable he 
would not understand why a person should 
not commit those crimes if there Was any 
money to be made by doing so. 

If by force of law, or rather by violence of 
law, a debtot were put in a position where 
he could avoid paying his debt if he saw fit 
Altgeld would look on him as a fool if he 
paid it. 

But the people of this State are not con- 
stituted thus. They gave evidence nearly 
half a century ago that they were not. In 
the "80s they went in for internal improve- 
ments and plunged wildly iato debt. Their 
railfoad and canal schemes went to smash 
and left them with an intolerable indebted- 
ness: Poor as the Illinoisans were, and 
overwhelming as their debt seemed, they did 
not listen to the counsel of those who urged 
repudiation, but they put in the Constitu- 
tion of 1848 a provision for an annual tax, 
which was to be collected until that debt 
was extinguished—which it was many 
years ago. 

The Illinoisans of today are no less honest 
than those of 1848, and the votes of a ma- 
jority of them will not be cast fur the wan- 


indebtedness. . They think too much of 
their own honer and credit and have too 
keen a sense of honesty to do that. 

Altgeld calumniates the voters of this 
State when he-alleges that he and Bryan 
will get the suffrages of a majority of them. 
Were it not for that blind, furious partisan 
zeal which induces men to vote for vicious 
principles because they have the party 
stamp on them the precious pair of repudi- 
ators would have comparatively few ballots 
marked for them in IIlinois. 


DAY OF RECKONING FOR SILVER KINGS 


An appeal for extra contributions to the 
Popocratic cause has been made to the 
members of the silver trust. They are 
urged to dig down deep again into their 
pockets and to keep on digging down deep 
in order to elect to the Presidency Mr. Will- 
iam Jennings Bryan. The appeal is point- 
ed with the reminder that by the adoption 
of free silver the silver kings will be assured 
a clear profit of 64 cents an ounce on the 
60,000,000 ounces of silver mined annually. 

These mine-owhers have reason to ex- 
pect undoubtedly that the enactment of a 
free coinage law will be followed by a rise 
in the price of silver, such as occurred when 
the Sherman law was enacted in 1890. The 
passage/of a free coinage law would be sure 
to cause some advance in the white metal 
at the beginning, When the price there- 
fore went up these big owners of silver could 
dispose at a big profit of all the bullion 
they might have on hand at the time and 
all that could be mined within a reasonable 
time thereafter. 

But they must know also that after the 
first splurge the price of silver would sink 
back again to about the present price and 
the big profits cease. But while the boom 
was on, while siiver enjoyed its-‘temporary 
inflation, the money would roll into the 
coffers of the silver kings, and the immense 
sums realized would be invested and loaned 
eut and otherwise disposed of so as to bring 
in an annual return in interest. 

In working for this fool’s paradise, how- 
ever, a day of reckoning for even the silver 
kings would follow in the wake of free 
coinage. All these fellows who are shout- 
ing for cheap money and debt repudiation 
do not expect to step at 50-cent dollars. 
I'ree coinage of BO0-cent dollars would be 
only the first step. The inevitable second 
step would be to institute a fiat money, a 
scrip currency, a ten or five or no cent dol- 
lar. And after the. silvér kings and sat- 
ellites had raked in their gains and loaned 
them out through the medium of the f0-cent 
dollar law, this complementary, five-cent 
dollar law would come along, the Nation 
would fall again from a 50-cent dollar basis 
to a five-cent. dollar basis, and the silver 
kings with the rest would be forced to ac- 
cept these five or even no cent dollars in 
payment for the 60-cent dollars they had 
invested. - 

The law for which they are fighting ra- 
_paciously now to substitute 50 cents fora 
‘dollar in their interests would then be 
changed so that even the pretense of an 
intrinsie monef standard would be aban- 
doned, and their interests with the rest 
would suffer accordingly. They would get 
a liberal dose of their own medicine, and

‘CHANGING STANDARDS TO CHEAT 


CREDITORS. 
One of those individuals who contends 


that the gold dollar has appreciated since 


1873 and is worth now 200 cents has at 
last given his estimate of.the growth of this 
alleged appreciation. 

Accofding to A. J. Warner, who is a sort 
of a free silver apostle, the gold dollar, 
which was worth 100 cents in 1878, was 
worth 175 cents in 1893, having appreciated 
during that length of time at the rate of 
3% centsa year. Since 1893, in which yeat 
the India mifits were closed and the silver 
purchase law repealed, the appreciation, 
Warner asserts, has been 25 cents, or 81-3 
cents a year. 

Consequently it is Warner's belicf that 
every dollar loaned in 1892 was wagrth 175 
cents to the borrower. He understands 
that with every dollar borrowed then the 
debtor was able to buy 175 cents’ worth of 
land or of commodities. 

But Warner proposes that the debtor 
shall be permitted to get rid of his indebted- 
ness by the payment of dollars which will 
be worth, according to him, Bryan, and 
Altgeld, only 100 cents. 

A man, having borrowed “ appreciated ” 
dollars, is to be allowed to hand over de- 
preciated dollara. There is nothing in this 
transaction offensive to the moral code of 
these individuals. 

If Warner’s calculations were correct all 
loans contracted last year were made when 
the dollar was worth 196 2-3 cents. Bvery 
borrower got a dollar of that value. Every 
purchaser of property on time agreed prac- 
tically to pay dollars of that value. But 
Warner proposes that all these debtors shall 
be enabled to pay 100-cent dollars for 
the 196 2-3-cent dollars due, and yet keep 
the property. 

e So even where, according ‘o the free 
silverites’ own contention, the dollar has 
appreciated only about three cents against 
the debtor he is to be put in a position where 
he ‘can smash the contract he has made 
voluntarily and cheat. the creditor out of 
nearly half what is confessedly due him. 
That is the free coinage conception of mo- 


‘rality. 


The fundamental idea of the Bryanites is 
to break contracts and plunder creditors for 
the benefit of debtors. The change of stand- 
ards has robbery as its sole object. Bryan 
avowed that boldly before he was nom- 
inated and endeared himself to the conven- 
tion thereby. 

Senator Hill had given notice of his inten- 
tion to offer an amendment to the money 
plank reading thus: 

But it should be carefully provided by law at 


the same time that any change in the monetary 
standard should not apply to existing contracts. 

Bryan declared in his “ crown of thorns ” 
speech that no such amendment could be 
tolerated. This was his language: 

The gentleman from New York sayw that he 
will propose an amendmerit providing that this 
change in our law shall not affect contracts al- 
ready made. Let me remind him that there is no 
intention of affecting those contracts which, ac- 


cording to the present laws, are made payable in 


gold. But if he means to say that we cannot 
change our monetary system without protecting 
those who have loaned money before the change 
was made, I want tu usk him where, in law or in 
morals, he can find authority for not protecting 
the debtors when the act of 1878 was passed, but 
now insist that we must protect the creditor. 

The amendment was voted on and the re- 
porters thought it was adopted by an inad- 
vertence. But the Chairman and others 
subsequently declared it was not. It is cer- 
tain the delegates would not have adopted it 
intentionally. It is not in the platform. 

So Bryan's position was and is: “ Persons 
who owed money in 1873 had to make pay- 
ment in money which was a few cents better 
than that they borrowed. It is true they 
paid up their indebtedness long ago—by 
1878 at the latest—but we will revenge their 
alleged wrongs by letting the present gene- 
ration of debtors cheat ita creditors out of 
half the value of every dollar borrowed. 
Some of the debtors of 1872 may be among 
the creditors of 1806, but that makes no 
difference.” 

This pretense of atoning for an alleged 
wrong done in 1873 by committing a mani- 
fest wrong in 1896 is too shallow. It can 
deceive no one. Neither can this balder- 
dash about an “appreciated ’ dollar. No 
Bryanite believes it. Each of them knows 
in his heart that he wants the money stand- 
ard changed, not to restore any rights, or 
avenge any wrongs, but solely to enable 
debtors to keep back what they owe, and 
retain possession of property which does 
not legitimately belong to them. 

This is the essence of the Chicago plat- 
form. Creditors are to be plundered, not 
for the benefit of Ahe State, but of debtors. 
Confracts are to be ripped up, and if the 
Supreme Court interposes obstacles, it is 
to be reformed—packed. 

This is the short and simple creed of the 
followers of Bryan. It reads as if it were 
the platform of a band of highwaymen, but 
it is the platform of a great political party. 
lor the first time in the history of this coun- 
try a powerful political organization has 
preached a crusade against property rights, 
the validity of contracts, and the independ- 
ence of the Supreme Court.

ALTGELD’S ENGLISH CAPITALISTS, 

Gov. Altgeld prefaces his various har- 
anmgues on the silver question with the decla- 
ration that “the volume of money in the 
world fixes the prices, and that the greater 
the volume the higher the prices.” 

Then he announces that “the English 
enpitalists, being aware of this economic 
law, and desiring a money that would be 
dear in order that they might purchase as 
much as possible with it, effected the de- 
monetization of silver.” 

According to him, one generation of En- 
glish- capitalists demonetized silver in En- 
gland in 1836, and then their sons or grand- 
sons, carrying out an ancestral policy as 
faithfully as Hannibal, began war on the 
silver standard about 1870. 

These terrible capitalists, sticking to one 
object so pertinaciously and unitedly, were 
able, according to Altgeld, to get Ger- 
many to adopt the gold instead of the 
silver standard, to make France, Italy, and 
the 
American Congress to perpetrate the 
“ orime of 1873,” to force the Scandinavian 
nations and Austria-Hungary to adopt gold 
monometallism, and finally to compel Rus- 
sia to take steps to get on the goid basis, 

There may be some Illinoisaus who. are 
simple-minded enough to take as gospel 
what Altgeld says, and to believe that the 
world is governed by “ English capitalists.” 
It ought not to be difficult to undeceive 
them. 

When Altgeld says “ the volume of money 
in the world fixes prices,”” he means the 
coined metal used for monetary purposes 
and thé stock of bullion which can be con- 
verted into coin if desired. The English 
capitalists do not agree with him. They 
know, as do most intelligent persona, that 
credit is used as a substitute for money, and 
that the total volume of purchasing power 
in any civilized, progressive nation consists 
largely of credit in various forms. Intelli- 
sent persons know that the general range 


of prices does not depend on the volume of 
coin or notes, but the total volume of ptr- 
chasing power in terms of credit. 

The volume of actual money in this coun- 
try is as great as it was two years ago, but 
the volume of credit is much less than it was 
—less by billions—and the diminution of the 
volume of credit has its effect un general 

The English capitalists would not be dis- 
turbed in the least if silver were to rise to 
129 cents an ounce, and be coined free by 
this or any other'country. They do not be- 
lieve the purchasing power of whatever gold 
they may have would be affected thegeby. 

The persons who, according to Altgeld, 
are the chief beneficiaries of the “ appre- 
ciating dollar’ do not believe in the appre- 
ciation of the dollar. If they did believe 
their gold was more ‘valuable by reason of 
the demonetization of silver they would go 
a step further, and use that world-wide 
power which Altgeld alleges they possess, to 
limit as much as possible the future produc- 
tion of gold. | 

Strangely enough, and quite regardless of 
the fact that they are, according to Altgeld, 
appreciating the value of the gold they have, 
English capitalists take a warm interest in 
the development of gold mines. Lustead of 
getting control of those in the Transvaal— 
which would be a simple matter for such in- 
fluential persons—and then failing to work 
them, so as to be able to “ corner gold ” with 
more ease, they do all they can to develop 
those mines. 

The truth is that Altgeld has not an ex- 
tensive acquaintance with English capital- 
ists or their ideas. There is no reason, 
therefore, why he should dislike them so 
much and be pitching into them so continu- 
ally, except it be that he has borrowed some 
money from one of them through an Ameri- 
can agent and the lender insists impudently 
upon repayment in money as good as he 
jJoaned. A free coinage law would enable 
Altgeld to pay the debt in money only half 
as valuable as that he borrowed and yet 
keep the property which was security for 
repayment of the loan. 


FREE COINAGE AND LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES. 

In his speech of acceptance Mr. Bryan 
said: 

Our opponents have made a special appeal to 
those who hold fire and life insurance policies, but 
these policy-holders know that, since the total pre- 
miums received exceed the total losses paid, a 
rising standard must be of more benefit to the 
companies than to the policy-holders. 

In other words, Mr. Bryan meant that the 
present standard favors stockholders rather 
than policy-holders, In the October num- 
ber of the Forum Mr. John A. McCall, 
President of the New York Life Insurance 
company, has punctured this statement and 
so completely exposed its fallacy that noth- 
ing is left of it. Every holder of an insur 


The writer, whose authority to speak as 
an expert no one will question, first disposes 
of Bryan's assumption that the accumula- 
tions of the companies are for the sole bene- 
fit of the stockholders, who are alleged to be 
growing rich on dividends and profits, by 
showing that the companies belong to the 
people who are insured, who select the 
trustees, the officials, and an official 
guardian in every State to look after their 
interests. Upon this point Mr. McCall con- 
tributes the following interesting informa- 


tion: 

The life insurance companies and associations 
operating in New York State—and they include 
all. the prominent organizations of the United 
Statesa—number 179: of these 160 have no capital 
stock. The remaining companies. nineteen in 
number, all but four of which are practically 
mutual companies, have, as a guarantee of goad 
faith, a capital stock which is generally deposited, 
after investment, with the Insurance Superintend- 
ent or Commissioner for the benefit of policy- 
holders. To emphasize this point attention is 
called to. the fact that on $9,570,500 of capital 
stock the dividends paid to stockholders in 1805 
amounted to $741,312, which is less than 8 per cent 
per annum. During the same period the divi- 
dends to policy-holders were $15,207,002. The 
financial question is, therefore, of more im- 
portance to the. 10,407,875 members of these asso- 
clations—whose aggregated investments, amount- 
ing to $1,175,000,000 together with future pre- 
miums, and the interest accumulations of both, 
are pledged to the payment of claims amounting 
to $10,000,000,000—than it can possibly be to the 
1.200 individual stockholders interested to’ the ex- 
tent of seven-tenths of 1 per cent of the assets. In 
the light of these figures there can be no question 
as to where the burden would fall if injury should 
be done to the life insurance interests by this 
country's independent adoption of the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Mr.°MeCall next devotes himself to the 
question how free coinage of rilver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 would prove injurious to 
policy-holders. From the statements of 
companies reporting to the Insurance De- 
partment of New York concerning the gen- 
eral busingss in the United States and the 
foreign business of American companies it 
appears that the assets of the thirty*five 
regular companies on Dee, 1895, were 
$1,142,419,926, a sum greater by over six- 
teen millions than the national debt at that 
time. This great sum was held in trust for 
8,552,440 living policy-holders, representing 
aut least 25,000,000 people, these figures be- 
ing exclusive of those of assessment and 
fraternal insurance associations. The in- 
crease in the assets since specie payment 
was resumed has been $738,340,782; in sur-

ance, $8,205,709,311; and in yearly premium 
receipts, $209,155,887. Of the policies now 
in foree, 95 per cent atleast have been paid 
in dollars worth 100 cents the world over, 
nud the investments from these payments 
have been made in the same dollars. Again, 
the obligations contracted in foreign ecoun- 
tries are made payable in gold. The com- 
panies having a foreign business report it 
at 212,957 policies, insuring $679,972,314. 
with a premium income in 1895 of $27,346. - 
O80. The unfairness of Bryan's proposition 
is thus set forth by Mr. McCall: 

It is also apparent that the statement quite fre- 
quently .made as to many of the premiums on 
policies in force being paid in depreciated green- 
back currency Is without the slightest foundaton 
to support it when considered in connection with 
the official returns of the companies. If, then, the 
policy-holders of the United States are to be paid 
in dollars having but one-half the purchasing 
power of the dollars they paid in premiums, they 
inay well consider what free coinage means to them 
and to those depending upon them. It Is not as if 
they had been paying for years in the equivalent 
of the kind to be returned; and, therefore, to the 
extent that the money is worth less, by so much 
will they be mulcted. 

Mr. McCall's showing is an unanswerable 
one. It has been indorsed by every life in- 
surance official in the United States, and 


the dangers of free coinage to their business 
than thesé officials? If the investments of 
this great property belonging to the people 
are to be paid back in depreciated money 
there can be no other resource for, the com- 
panies than to discharge their obligations 
in like money, for there will be no other dol- 
lars. There will be no other hope for the 
widows and orphans of policy-holders than 
half-value money. ‘They will be obliged to 
tgke 50-cent dollars and lose half the money 
that rightfully belongs to them. No great- 
er crime than this has been contemplated 
since the world began. It is a conspiracy 
to steal from widows and their children one- 
half the money laid up for them by their 
natural protectors. It is no wonder that

THE GOLD STOCK OF THE COUNTRY. 

Bryan has been claiming repeatedly of 
late that the Treasury estimate placing the 
amount of gold in the United States at 600 
millions was a gross exaggeraticn, and that 


—— | 


there was not much over a third of that sum 


in the country. , 

Last June Controller Eckels wrote to 
12,962 national, State, and private banks, 
asking them to-give him the amount of gold 
on hand July 1. The information obtained 
in this way has just been made public. 

Replivws were received from 5,723 institu- 
tions, of which 3,458 were national banks. 
Estimating the gold holdings of the State 
and private banks and trust compa nies 
which did not report from the holdings of 
those which did, the Controller reaches the 
conclusion that the 12,962 concerns held 
203 millions of gold July 1 and the Treasury 
held a little over 101 millions, making a total 
of 404 millions. 

To this total should be added the gold 
which is in circulation, especially on the 
Pacific coast, the stocks in the vaults of 
banks and safety deposit companies, and 
the private hoards. A due allowance for 
these items would carry the total about up 
to the original estimate of the Treasury 
Department, the accuracy of which Bryan 
has been challenging. 

And if that 600 million figure was a little 
too low then the gold imports have exceeded 
the exports about 30 millions since that 
date, so there is certainly 600 millions of 
gold in the country now, and more is com- 
ing. 

As usual, the Popocrats are wrong in their 
figures. But their faulty estimate of the 
amount of gold in the United States would 
be too large if Bryan were to be elected. 
for the moment it was known he was elect- 
ed it would commence streaming out of the 


‘eountry, and much less than 200 millions 


would remain. 


SURVEY OF THE CONGRESSIONAL FIELD. 
An interesting survey of the Congreéssion- 
al situation is presented by the New York 
Sun, with the reassuring introduction that 
“ There is not a material difference between 
what the intelligent Popocrats are claiming 
and the inteiligent Republicans are conced- 
ing as to the Democratic or Popocratic rep- 
resentation in the next House.” So much 
seems to depend on the capture of Congress 
as well as the Presidency if Bryanism is to 
reap a full harvest in case of success, a 
glance at the figures is highly instructive. 

It is significant that the Popocrats claim 
only 180 members, a bare majority, while 
the “ intelligent” or conservative Repub- 
licans concede them 160, If a balance be 
struck and the Popocrats secure a repre- 
sentation of 170 members, they will still 
Jack nine or ten votes of the required major- 
ity—although gaining sixty-five over their 
representation in the last Congress, It 
seems to be conceded, and for purposes of 
comparison can be so accepted, that solid 
Popocratic delegations will be returned 
from Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, and Texas, a 
total of fifty-five members. Possibly 
thirty-five others may be chosen in North 
Carolina, Missouri, Tennessee, Virginia, 
and Kentucky. The rest of the Popocratic 
strength must come from the mining States 
of the West and a scattering in West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, Louisiana, and the Middle- 
West States. 

The field in the East has been practically 
abandoned by the Popoecrats. Here the 
Republicans claim solid delegations from 
the six States of New England; a solid dele- 
gation, except where broken by the election 
of honest money Democrats, from New 
York; a delegation practically solid, under 
like circumstances, from ‘Pennsylvania;

Uprising for MeKinley and Sound 
Money—Insurance Men Follow Suit

New York Sun, Oct. 4: A McKinley and 
Hobart banner was raised yesterday in front 
of the Cotton Exchange by the exchange’s 
sound money club.

Somebody saw in 
the crowd Congressman Philip B. Low of 
Brooklyn, who has been renominated on 
the Republican ticket, and called out to him 
te eome up en the steps of the exchange 
and’ make a speech. 

Congressman Low did not respond to the 
invitation with the alacrity which the mem- 
bers on the stoop demanded.

He Can Answer a Question as to His 
Occupation—Physicians Are Sum- 
moned, but Are Unable to Revive 
the Sufferer. 
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Death invaded the Criminal Court and put 
a@ sudden stop to a trial in Judge Tuthill’s 
court, branch No. 5, yesterday afternoon. 

Clifford B. Everham, manager of the 
quotation department of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, fell from his chair in 
the witness box, and died a few minutes 
later. Heart disease was the cause of death. 

Deputy Coroner Sullivan was called to 
the court-room, and took charge of the 
man’s effects, and the body was removed 
to the family home,, No. 3751 Prairie av- 
enue. 

The tragic death of Manager Everham 
caused great excitement in the room, and 
court was adjourned at once for the day. 

The case on trial was that of Oscar M. 
Stone and James 8. Turner, accused of tap- 
ping wires of the Western Union Telegraph 
company for the purpose, it was alleged 
in the indictment, of wrongfully taking the 
news dispatches of the customers of the 
company. For nearly an hour after the 
opening of the afternoon session the state- 
ments of counsel were listened to. Then 
Mr. Everham was called to the witness 
stand. 

“What is your name?” asked Attorney 
Holt. 

“Clifford B. Everham,” replied the wit- 
ness in an ordinary tone ofevoice., 

*“ What is your occupation?” 

**] am manager of the quotations depart- 
ment of the Western Union Telegraph 
com—— "’ 

The word was broken here, and the 
head of the witness fell forward. His hands 
dropped helplessly to his side, and he tipped 
forward limp and unconscious upon the 
rail of the stenographer’s desk before him. 

The people in the court-room gazed at 
the trembling figure in awe for a moment. 
Then Oscar M. Stone sprang forward and 
took Everham in his arms. Then others 
came forward, and the unconscious man 
was laid on a long table. 

The court-room was cleared, and the doors 
and windows opened. Dr. Krost, North 
Clark and Kinzie streets, and Dr. G. Os- 
borne, No. 62 North Clark street, were sum- 
moned. 

The physicians found upon examination 
that the heart was beating faintly. They 
gave the patient four hypodermic injections 
of a reviving liquid, and rubbed him with 
brandy. They finally gave up the struggle, 
and pronounced the man dead. 

It is not thought that an inquest will be 
necessary, as one of the. attending physi- 
cians will issue a death certificate. 

Before the trial opened Mr, Everham com- 
plained to some of his friends that he was 
ill. He said that he had caught cold, and 
in consequence felt a burning sensation in 


his breast. 

Mr. Everham had been connected with 
the Western Union Telegraph company for 
twenty years. His first position with the 
company was in the capacity of an operator 
in the general office. He was afterward 
transferred to the quotation department, 
and several years ago was promoted to the 
position of manager of that department. 

Mr. Everham was about 40 years old. and 
left a widow and one child, a little boy. 


DISCHARGES PETIT JURY IN DISGUST. 


Judge Hutchinson Scores the Members 
for Returning a Verdict Contrary 
to the Evidence Offered. 


One petit jury, sworn in for two weeks’ 
service in Judge Hutchinson's branch of the 
Criminal Court yesterday, was short lived. 
It heard one case, and returned a verdict so 
directly in opposition to the evidence that 
his Honor, after sharply rebuking the mem- 
bers, discharged them from further service. 

‘‘Tf we are to have such trials as this one 
has proved to be there is no use of holding 
court,” remarked Judge Hutchinson, after 
the verdict of the jury had been read. “If 
men are to be discharged on such evidence 
it is absolutely useless to waste time in try- 
ing them. We might as well enter dis- 
charges in each case. 

‘I opposed this verdict, but I was over- 
whelmed,” said Juror John.A. Anderson. 

“Well, I shall discharge you all from 
further service,’ said Judge Hutchinson, 
and he ordcred Clerk Lianlon to let the 
jurors go with one day’s pay. The case on 
trial was that of John Gorman, charged 
with robbery. The jury took the case, and

Incident of Lincoln-Douglas Debate 

Chicago, Oct. 4.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
~The excellent sketch in THE TRIBUNE de- 
scribing the joint debate between Mr. Llia- 
coln and Judge Douglas in the City of Gales- 
burg on Uct. 7, 1858, recalls that great occa- 
sion to the mind of the writer, who had the 
good fortune to be present there. 

There were seven joint debates between 
these two Titans in seven of the larger 
cities of the State. The arrangement at 
Galesburg was for Senator Douglas to open 
the contest, speaking one hour, Mr, Lin- 
coln to follow, speaking one hour and fif- 
teen minutes, and Douglas to close the dc- 
bate with a fifteen minutes’ speech. This 
arrangement alternated at the different 
places where the debates were held. 

AS the writer remembers, Mr. Lincoln did 
not use all his.time, finishing in a little over 
one hour, explaining that his time limit 
would not permit him to enter upon a new 
branch of his subject; but Judge Douglas 
occupied every moment of his time and was 
then apparently not satisfied to stop. 

Everything was propitious for the great 
eccasion. The people assembled from tlie 
county and neighboring counties.. Nothing 
occurred to interrupt the program or mar 
the excellent humor of the people, between 
parties of whom there was such a distinct 
antagonism. 

There was an incident in connection with 
the debate which I do not think was noted 
in the official reports, but was so charactcr- 
istic of the two men, and impressed the 
writer so forcibly, that he has had occa- 
sion many a time since to relate It. 

In the opening speech Judge Douglas, in 
his profound and logical manner, entered 
into the discussion of constitutional law in 
chosen words, ponderous and weighty, likc 
shot from a cannon, and so deliberate that 
a good writer could have followed him in 
longhand. There was never a lapse in his 
manner, no thought of a joke, no effyrt to 
extort a smile. 

So wrought up was he that he was evi- 
dently unawdre that the froth streamed 
from the corners of his mouth and trickled 
down upon the breast of his coat. It was in 
such volume, too, that when he sat down he 
was a sight to see! 

He was perhaps unaware of it—at any rate 
he paid no attention to it—but Mr. Lincoln 
did. 

Arising to speak there was a good-natured 
twinkle in his eye as Mr. Lincoln in sub- 
stance began: 

‘*My friend Judge Douglas, when we be- 


| gan these joint debates, ‘promised me that 


when he got me among his friends dowi 
in Jonesboro he would ‘bring me to my 
milk.’ But now up here in Knox County 
among our friends he has evidently been 
brought to his milk, and it seems to have 
soured on his stomach!”

ENORMOUS POWER OF HARBOR GUNS. 


Some Statistics Regarding the Effi- 
ciency of the Twelve-Inch Breech- 
Loaders Given Out by Gen. Ruger. 


Washington, D. C., Gct. 5.—Gen. Ruger has 
approved for the use of the army a table for 
the twelve-inch breach-loading rifles pre- 
pared by Lieut.-Col. John I. Rodgers, Second 
Artillery, which has a popular interest in 
showing the enormous power of these huge 
weapons with which the forts of our princi- 
pal harbors are protected. With the stand- 
ard charge of 450 pounds brown prismatic 
powder the 1,000-pound projectile leaves the 
gun with a muagzie velocity of 2,000 feet per 
second. On a range of one mile the gun re- 
quires an elevation of about one degree. The 
projectile reaches the target in approximate- 
ly two and a half seconds, with a striking 
vélocity of 1,823 feet per second, and at that 
point can be relied upon to penetrate 22% 
inches of steel. On atwo-milé range the gun 
elevation would be nearly three degrees, the 
time of flight a little less than six seconds, 
the striking velocity 1,650 feet per second, 
and the penetration in steel nineteen inches. 
At five miles the elevation of the gun’s muz- 
zie is nearly nine degrees, the time of flight 
seventeen seconds, and, with a striking ve- 
locity of 1,250 feet per second, thirtéen inches 
of steel would be penetrated. The shot 
would take twenty-six seconds to travel 
seven miles, and would there perforate a 
ship armored with 11-inch steel.

TRIBUNE, were the principal topics for con- 
versation among financial men yesterday. 
These circulars showed President Barber 
intends disclaiming all responsibility for 
the purchase of stock for the account of the 
Diamond Match company for which the 
$800,000 of company notes were issued, Up- 
on the question of President Barber’s knowl- 
edge of stock purchases there was no great 
diversity of opinion among brokers and other 
financial men. The special committee ap- 
pointed by the Governing committee of the 
Steck Exchange to examine into the Moore 
brothers’ failure made a‘full report to the 
Governing committee on what they found, 
and the members of this committee were 
given access to all the books and papers in 
the Moore brothers’ offices. In the examina- 
tion of the accounts of the Moore brothers 
they found letters from O. C, Barber, who 
was a member of the Executive committee 
authorizing the purchase of the stock for 
the account of the company. These letters 
said nothing about cash stock, according to 
the members of the committee, neither was 
there any limit put upon the amount of 
stock to be bought. 

There was bought for the account of the 
Diamond Match company on margins 17,75) 
shares of. Match stock, the margin for which 
came from the discounting of the notes of 
the Diamond Match company for $798,767.17. 
The stock was bought in furtherance of a 
deal then on foot with Bryant & May, the 
English match manufacturers. The Bryant 
& May people, it is said, were willing to 
enter into a tontract for the amalgamation 
of the two companies, so far as Great Britain 
was concerned. They would not do this, 
however, unless they were given the op- 
portunity of buying the stock at the then 
prevailing prices, to be held for the advance 
expected when the announcement of the 
closing of the deal was made. 

Written Consent of President Barber. 

According to the report of the special com- 
mittee to the Governing committee, and the 
statements in the report were reiterated 
vesterday by a member of that committee, 
the written assent of President Barber was 
obtained before a single share of stock was 
bought. The Executive committee consist- 
ed of O. C. Barber, William H. Moore, and 
J. K. Robinson. President Barber, who had 
been in Europe, returned to the United 
States in June and after remaining for a 
couple of weeks went again to Europe in 
connection with the deals then pending for 
the use of Diamond Match machinery in 
European countries. The question of buy- 
ing stock, for the acccunt of the Diamond 
Match company and in connection with the 
English deal came up before Mr. Barber's 
return to Europe. According to the com- 
mittee’s report J. H. Moore wrote a letter 
to Mr. Barber asking for authority in writ- 
ing to make the purchase of stock and the 
members of the committee were given the 
‘opportunity of seeing the reply of Mr. Bar- 
ber im which the authority to buy the stock 
was given. 

In. the circular to stockholders apd also 
in the report of Edwin Walker the state- 
ment is made that J. K. Robinson was not 
aware of the fact that stock had been bought 
in his name .as trustee, but the report of 
the committee shows that notices of pur- 
chases: were sent to Mr. Robinson and that 
Mr. Robinson admitted to the committee 
his knowledge of all the transactions made 
Pin his name, and said further that all the 
purchases of the stock were made with the 
full authority of the members of the com- 
mittee. The stataments made in the two 
cireulars were thereforé in the nature of a 
surprise to the members of the spevial com- 
tee and to brokers who up to the time of the 
publHeation of the circulars in THE TRIB- 
UNE did not suppose that Mr. Barber or Mr. 
Robinson would deny their responsibility 
in connection with the stock’purchases. The 
Moores refused to discuss the matter yes- 
terday, saying they preferred not to submit 
the matter to the public through the news- 
papers. At the Diamond Match offices it 
was intimated the circulars told practically 
the whole story. Mr. Barber says his au- 
thority for the purchase of the stock was 
intended only for the purchase of cash 
stock and that he never thought for a mo- 
ment it was the intention to'buy the stock 


on margins. 
West Chicago's Floating Debt. 


Charles T. Yerkes, in an interview regard- 
ing the issue of $1,427,000 of new bonds of 
the North Chicago street railroad printed in 
THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE, says the money for 
which these bonds were deposited as collat- 
eral has been loaned to the West Chicago 
street railroad. If such is the case the West 
Chicago stree: railroad is’ shown to have 
more floating debt than any one suspected. 
There was an outstanding issue of $4,000,000 
of debentures at the time of the last annual 
meeting, and $2,000,000 has since been issued, 
making a total of $6,000,000 in “tlebenture 
bonds. Of this amount $2,700,000 nave been 
sold leaving $3,300,000 represented as col- 
lateral for loans, or still remaining in the 
treasury. As it has been found necessary to 
borrow money from the North Chicago street 
railroad’ it is probable no large amount of 
these remain in the treasury of the company. 
It is fair to presume the floating debt of the 
company must be largely increased and must 
stand now at nearly or quite $5,000,000, repre- 
sentedin the debentures and the amount bor- 
rowed from the North Chicago. it would be 
interesting to know the exact financial con- 
dition of the North Chicago and West Chi- 
cago street railroads. 


Statements of the State Banks. 


The statement showing the condition of 
Illinois State banks Sept. 1, as issued by the 
State Auditor, makes. a fairly good show- 
ing as compared with that of June 3 of the present 
year. The total loans and discounts of all the 
State banks in Illinois amounts to $83,256,291, 
while the total resources are $127,291,996. The 
total capital stock is $18,919,500, surplus fund is 
$7,547,135, and undivided profits $3,467,637. The 
savings deposits amount to $37,665,012, as com- 
pared with $31,316,405 for the corresponding de- 
posit of three months ago. Individual deposits 
amounted to $39,720,414, the demand certificates 
of deposit $5,749, 641, and the time certificate de- 
posits $8,507,621.

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NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


INDICTMENT OF PROMINENT WEST- 
ERN PACKERS PROBABLE. 


Conclusive Evidence of Violations of 
the Inter-State Commerce Law by 
Underbilling in Classification and 
Weight by Firms at Missouri River 
Points Alleged to Be in the Posses- 
sion of the Federal Authorities— 
Trials Expected Soon. 


Several prominent Western packers will 
probably be indicted within a few days icr 
violation of the intermState commerce law. 
Who the parties are has not yet transpired, 
great pains being taken to prevent thcir 
identity from becoming known before the 
indictments are returned. 

It ts asserted by parties who seem to know 
that the most perfect evidence has been 
secured against two packers at Missouri 
River points within the territory of the 
association.. Complaint was filed against 
them a short time ago by Supt. Carman of 
tne Western Railway Weighing Associa- 
tion and Inspection Bureau, alleging under- 
billing in classification and weight. The in- 
ter-State Commerce Commission, it is 
learned from reliable authority, has re- 
quested the Attorney-General of the United 
States to have proceedings instituted against 
those people in the United States cqurtsa. 
The United States District-Attorneys in the 
localities where the offenses were committed 
are ready to present the matter to the Fed- 
eral grand juries and the investigation is 
to be commenced at once. 

Indictments, it is said, would have been 
returned before this but for the fact that 
traffic managers and members of the firms 
who are said to be responsible for under- 
billing have suddenly discovered that the 
State of their health required absence from 
the country. 

Conclusive evidence is now said to be 
in possession of the authorities, leaving no 
room for doubt that indictments will be 
found at once against the parties men- 
tioned. Rich developments are expec’ ed 
when the casés come up for trial, which, it 
is averred, will be within the next two or 
three weeks. 

Supt. Carman is said to be working on 
other cases of like nature; which will be 
submitted to. the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission at an early date. 


EASTERN ROADS ARE SUFFERING. 


Shipments to the East Far Below Those 
of Last Year. 

There is no improvement in east-bound 
freight business from Chicago. Shipments 
of flour, grain, and provisions by the ten 
east-bound roads from this city last week 
amounted to 44,200 tons, against 44,813tons 
fer the week previous and 57,101 tons for 
the corresponding week last year. How 
serious the diversion of grain is via the 
gulf ports is shown by the fact that al- 
though last year at this time business was 
considered extremely dull, yet the through 
shipments for the week exceeded those of 
last week by nearly 14,000 tons. 

Grain shipments last week amounted to 
24,421 tons, against 39,943 tons. The per- 
centages carried by the various roads last 
week were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 
11.8; Big Four, 9.2; Chieago and Erie, 12.1; 
Grand Trunk, 11; Lake Shore, 11.2; Michigan 
Central, 9.9; Nickel-Plate, 8.2; Pan-Handle, 
8.2; Fort Wayne, 7; Wabash, 11.4. 

Shipments by the lake lines from Chica 
to the East last week amounted to 91,712 
tons, against 62,566°tons. 


LARGEST LOCOMOTIVE IN THE WEST. 


It Is Now Being Given a Trial on the 
Denver and Rio Grande. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 5.—The largest loco- 
motive ever operated in the West, and one 
of the largest in the United States, pulled 
out from the Union Depot here today for 
Pueblo on its trial run. The train consists 
of forty-five cars and is about 1,800 feet long. 

The weight of the engine proper, with two 
gauges of water, is seventy-five tons, and 
that of the tank fully equipped forty-eight 
tons. The tank has a capacity of 5,600 gal- 
lons and the coal capacity is twelve tons. 
This would permit a trip to Pueblo and re- 
turn—240 miles—without replenishing the 
fuel or water supply. 

It is estimated that the engine will make 
seventy-five miles an hour under any but 
the most extraordinary circumstances. If it 
meets the expectations of Henry Schlacks, 
Superintendent of Motive Power, by whom 
it was planned, the running time of the fast 
trains between Denver and Pueblo will be 
reduced to a mile a minute. 
STRENGTHENS ITS ORGANIZATION, 
Additional Traffic Committee to Main- 

tain Southwestern Rates. 

The Southwestern Traffic Association, 
which is modeled after the Eastern Joint 
Traffic Association, has found it necessary 
to strengthen its organization in order to 
secure the maintenance of freight rates. 

It has been decided to create a Rate com- 
mittee, consisting of the freight traffic offi- 
cers, not lower in rank than Assistant 
General Freight Agent, of association lines. 
Meetings will be held-in St. Louis as neces- 
sity may arise.

In answer to the above advertisement a 
TRIBUNE reporter went to the place desig- 
nated at a quarter to 11 o’clock and found 
about forty women waiting. It could be 
told at a glance that all were there in an- 
swer to the same advertisement, for, like a 
huge crop of sunflowers, their faces all 


turned toward the clock, no matter where 
they sat, and every face had that anxious, 


expectant look upon it which told their er- 
rand without doubt. As the reporter walked 
in and glanced over the faces they were 
found to belong to women and girls of all 
ages, sizes, nationalities, and stages of pros- 
perity and otherwise; some of them in the 
gayest colors and latest styles, some in neat 
subdued colors, and some in mourning. 
Some of them were all awry and bedraggled, 
their hair stringing all over their faces,

threwn on them, others with their hair neat- 
ly brushed and everything about them as 
neat as a pin and in thoroughly good order, 
although plain. Some had smiling, attract- 
ive faces that any child would run to at 
sight, others were red-eyed and woe-begone.

as she lectured on ‘*“* Young Womanhood: 
Past, Present, and Future,”’ 

' There was no other program, the lecture 
being followed by an informal reception, the 
members of the faculty and a few of the 
senior students constituting the receiving 
party. 

From the present outlook the members 
of the faculty of the Chicago Kindergarten 
College are led to expect this year to be 
more prosperous than any of the other ten 
of its existence. This is partly due to the 
need which is becoming universal of those 
who' have had thorough kindergarten train- 
ing for teachers, and also to the demand for 
graduates of this particular institufion. 

Out of the thirty-two young women who 
were graduated last year all but two are 
holding positions, and those two have sit- 
uations in view. 


Why Its Teachers Are Sought. 


Touching upon: this point in her lecture 
Mrs. Crouse said: i 

“* Looked at from the financial standpoint 
there {s no cecupstion or profession which 
offers such inducements to young women 
today, and must for years to come, as the 
kindergarten. The older departments of 
educational work are crowded with teach- 
ers, but the following facts give the kin- 
derearten and kindergarten trained primary 
teachers a boundless field. The kindergar- 
ten is a new department of educational 
work in this country. It has so commended 
itself that it is rapidly being incorporated 
4s a part of our public and private school 
systerns. This is creating a demand for 
thoroughly trained teachers which cannot 
be supplied. Schdol Superintendents an:l 
principals are seeing the necessity of mak- 
ing a connection between the kindergarten 
and primary gredes, hence the demand for 
kindergarten trained primary teaciiers. 

** Encouraging as the outlook is from a 
financfal standpoint it becomes insignificant 


compared to the growth, culture, and in- 


sizht which the kindergarten study brings 
into the life of those who give themselves 
to it. New worlds are opened up of which 
the etudent has never dreamed. The phil- 
osophy of literature, art, and history all 
take on a neW meaning after studying the 
rhilosophy of Froebel. : 


A Delight to Help Others. 


“To be able to find the same great truths 
which Froebel reveals to her in these and all 
Other studies is a constant surprise and 
pleasure. To see how all studies are co- 
related around the child is a revelation. The 
mothers often say to us, ‘ How do you make 
our daughters grow so fast?’ The student 
of Froebel feels this added growth herecelf 
and begins to long to help some one else 
to a knowledge of that which has given so 
much to her own life.’”’ 

After speaking at length upon the motives 
which prompt the adoption of kindergarten 
work as a profession.Mrs. Crouse advised a 
thorough dress reform by these disciples 
of Froebel, and quoted Frances Willard, who 
declared she would rather take the bands 
from around woman’s waist than to be Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

In conclusion she said: ‘‘ In education we 
have looked upon the child as an empty 
receptacle that would expand in proportion 
as we poured knowledge into him; now we 


_take our place humbly at the feet of the 


child and learn of him. It has been well 
said ‘ The little child leads the march of 
civilization,’ and to the kindergarten teacher 
is intrusted the training of the little child. 
The mothers seek her advice and instruc- 
tion. The educators wejcome her help and 
codperation. The responsibility, might ais- 
courage us but for the joy, the privilege, of 
helping in the unfoldment of these little 
human seuls,’ and the realization that we 
can make their whole lives nobler, grander, 
and more useful by implanting high ideals, 
which will result in convictions, and con- 
victions in deeds which will bless the world.”

How to Prepare Three Good Meals, 
with Some Useful Hints asto 
the Cruller. 


BREAKFAST.

In the cool October days-the matutinal 
cup of coffee is appropriately supplemented 
by the plump and comfortable cruller. To 
make these cakes as they should be—an or- 
nament to their race and a cause of rejoicing 
to their partaker—two points must be borne 
in mind: they must not be made too rich, and 
the fatin which they are cooked must be 
sufficiently hot to cook them without soak- 
ing grease. A greasy cruller is an offense 
to the eye and the palate, and a certain pro- 
moter of dyspepsia. Crullers may be made 
of sweet milk or sour, the latter being usual- 
ly the more tender. The following is an ex- 
cellent rule: 

One cup of sugar, three even,tablespoon- 
fuls melted butter, two eggs,’ whites and 
yelks beaten separately; one cup of sour 
milk with a half teaspoonful soda stirred in 
it until it foams, a pinch of salt, and nutmeg 
or cinnamon to flavor. Four cups of flour 
usually suffice, but enough must be used to 
roll out easily. If sweet milk is used in- 
stead of sour the soda is omitted and two 
heaping teaspoonfuls of baking powder sift- 
ed in with the flour afe used instead. Mix 
butter and sugar together, stir in the beaten 
egg, then the milk and flavoring, and lastly 
the flour.
